To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  is  plcc-sed  to  submit  to  the  people  of  the  Town  our 
annual  report  covering  the  past  year. 

The  1962-1963  Board,  from  the  time 
of  its   original   organizational  meeting, 


established  a  harmonious,  if  not  always 
unanimous  relationship  which  has  existed 


the  limitation  which  the  law  has  imposed 
on  the  power  and  functions  of  the  Select- 
men. 

Cordial  and  co-operative  relations  have 


throughout  the  year.  At  the  outset,  we 
established  an  "Open  Door"  policy  of 
conducting  the  Town's  business,  and  we 
welcomed  our  fellow  citizens  to  sit  in 
with  us  at  all  sessions.  Our  meetings  have 
been  held  in  an  atmosphere  of  co- 
operation and  on  occasions  of  disagreeing 
without  becoming  disagreeable.  We  have 
striven  to  carry  on  the  Town's  affairs 
expeditiously,  thoroughly,  and  as  effec- 
tively as  possible,  recognizing,  of  course, 


been  maintained  with  all  Town  Depart- 
ments. However,  we  did  not  shrink  from 
what  we  considered  our  duty  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Town  to  call  attention  to 
matters  in  which  corrective  departmental 
changes  seemed  to  be  needed. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Board  wishes  to  compliment  Chief 
Wall  on  the  improvement  in  both  de- 
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partmental  morale  and  efficiency  of  the 
Police  Department  during  the  period  we 
have  been  in  office.  Given  three  qualified 
lieutenants  he  has  quickly  brought  more 
cohesiveness  and  efficiency  to  the  Police 
service  in  co-operation  with  our  Board. 
During  the  past  year  (after  consultation 
with  the  Board),  he  has  also  utilized 
the  police  auxiliaries  as  supplements  to 
his  regular  and  reserve  men.  Thus  he 
has  given  Swampscott  more  traffic  cover- 
age and  personal  protection  at  no  addi- 
tional cost  to  the  Taxpayers.  It  seems  to 
us  significant  that  although  all  members 
of  the  department  are  free  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Board  with  any  complaints,  not 
one  man  has  come  to  us,  nor  have  there 
been  any  complaints  reported.  This,  we 
feel,  is  a  credit  to  the  Chief,  his  officers 
and  men  and  is  indicative  of  the  co- 
operation that  has  existed  between  the 
present  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Chief. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Because  of  many  reports  that  reached 
us,  we  felt  obliged  to  conduct  an  in- 
vestigation into  the  Fire  Department. 
Our  report  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
Town  Report,  and,  therefore,  no  further 
comment  is  necessary  here.  However,  we 
believe  that  the  condition  which  we 
found  to  exist,  as  set  forth  and  indicated 
in  the  special  report,  was  undoubtedly  a 
motivating  factor  which  impelled  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  Fire  Department 
to  vote  to  join  the  International  Fire- 
fighters Union;  a  local  unit  of  which 
was  granted  a  charter  in  Quincy  on 
January  31,  1963.  This  matter  has  been 
an  unpleasant  one  for  the  Board  but  we 
felt  the  solution  was  to  meet  it  head-on 
and  take  such  action  as  we  deemed  ap- 
propriate. The  great  majority  of  the  of- 
ficers and  men  of  the  department  deserve 
the  thanks  of  the  Town's  people  for  their 
devotion  to  Swampscott  and  their  loyalty 
to  each  other,  which  appear  to  be  the 
major  reasons  for  their  fine  performances 
in  the  fighting  of  fires,  despite  the  re- 
ported conditions. 


VETERANS'  SERVICES  ^ 

Due  to  a  statutory  change,  the  Board 
and  the  Town  have  lost  the  services  of 
an  outstanding  Veteran's  Service  Direc- 
tor. Robert  A.  Leonard  was  as  efficient 
and  as  courteous  a  man  as  ever  served  his 
Town.  Quiet,  but  thorough  and  knowl- 
edgeable, he  will  be  greatly  missed. 

In  David  F.  Doherty,  the  Board  was 
fortunate  in  finding  a  man  with  a  record 
of  long  service  to  the  community  and  we  ' 
are  confident  that  he  will  prove  a  worthy  . 
successor. 

BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  a  com- 
mittee of  three  professional  men  from 
the  Building  Code  Advisory  Board  is  in- 
terviewing and  examining  the  qualifica- 
tions of  several  applicants  for  the  post 
of  Building  Inspector.  This  special  ad- 
visory committee  consisting  of  architects,  . 
Edward  Weinshanker  and  Donald  Goss; 
and  engineer  and  Planning  Board  Chair- 
man John  F.  Milo,  will  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Board  who  are  faced  ^ 
with  the  responsibility  of  appointing  the 
most  competent  man  available  to  replace  .i 
Raymond  O.  Doane  recently  retired  after 
almost  three  decades  of  faithful  service 
in  this  important  post.  His  years  of  valu-  i 
able  experience  cannot  be  replaced  but 
we  are  confident  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee will  furnish  us  with  the  names  of  • 
those  best  trained  by  education  and  ex- 
perience in  the  building  field.  The  Board  i 
feels  that  this  appointment,  as  all  others, 
must  be  made  in  the  Town's  best  interest 
on  the  basis  of  professional  competency — 
not  political  connections. 

STREET  LIGHTING 

Several  streets,  including  Pleasant  ' 
Street  and  Forest  Avenue  have  been 
added  to  the  hst  of  those  lighted  accord- 
ing to  modern  standards.  In  addition,  the 
Board  set  as  its  main  purpose  an  up-to- 
date  modern  lighting  plan  developed  dur- 
ing the  year  for  the  entire  Town.  The 
Town  was  last  surveyed  eight  years  ago 
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and  meanwhile  even  some  of  our  newer 
instailations  have  become  obsolete.  Basic- 
ally our  new  Town  lighting  program, 
submitted  in  final  form  by  J.  Robert  Cor- 
nell, Jr.,  of  the  Massachusetts  Electric 
Company  on  January  31,  1963,  con- 
cerns itself  with  the  residential  side 
streets.  As  it  develops;  it  will  not  only 
contribute  substantially  to  traffic  safety, 
but  will  be  a  significant  factor  in  pro- 
tecting persons  and  property  after  dark. 
We  hope  that  this  new  program  will  be 
put  into  effect  as  expeditiously  as  possi- 
ble, on  a  priority  basis  with  need  being 
the  governing  factor. 

INSURANCE 

Working  closely  with  the  Town's 
Broker  of  Record.  Raymond  J.  Bufalino, 
realistic  coverages  have  been  maintained 
or  adjusted  on  all  public  buildings  and, 
as  of  this  date,  the  Town  is  properly  cov- 
ered and  protected.  A  new  booklet  has 
been  prepared  for,  and  given  to  all  Town 
employees  in  our  Group  Insurance  Plan 
outlining  improvements  therein  adopted 
by  this  Board  which  in  our  opinion  makes 
the  plan  one  of  the  best  in  the  Com- 
mon Vv^ealth. 

COMMUTER  SERVICE 

In  line  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  Selectmen  and  the  Board's  Advisory 
Transportation  Study  Comm.ittee  which 
was  established  in  195  6  to  combat  rate 
increases  and  service  cutbacks,  the  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  Railroad,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  State  and  National  Govern- 
ments, has  instituted  a  "Planning  and 
Demonstration"  program  offering  lower 
rates  and  more  frequent  service  to  attract 
patronage.  We  have  endorsed  this  pro- 
gram as  a  positive  approach  to  a  serious 
problem.  However,  we  have  protested  the 
recent  bus  service  cutback,  since  it  had 
been  our  understanding  that  bus  lines 
were  included  in  the  program.  However, 
the  Board  has  learned  that  these  lines 
are  still  under  D.P.U.  jurisdiction  whose 
negative  policies  continually  have  resulted 
in  disservices  to  the  public  of  this  sort. 


REVENUE  AND 
EXPENDITURES 

Due  to  the  fall  off  in  payments  when 
due  on  the  part  of  certain  major  prop- 
erty owners,  and  large  prior  commit- 
ments on  School  Construction,  we  feel 
that  there  should  be  a  particularly  care- 
ful analysis  of  budgets  and  articles  this 
year  by  the  Town  Meeting  Members, 
who,  by  their  votes,  in  effect,  set  our 
tax  rate.  Finance  Committee  recommen- 
dations must  be  carefully  considered.  The 
suggestion  that  delinquent  taxpayers  be 
listed  in  the  Town  Report  as  is  done  in 
some  other  Towns  should  be  considered 
by  the  Collector  of  Taxes.  Offsetting  the 
1963  outlook  and  contributing  to  opti- 
mism for  1964  will  be  the  completion  of 
new  revenue  producing  units  at  the 
Shopping  Center,  consisting  of  a  large 
modern  Bowling  Center  and  seven  new 
stores. 

Although  the  Board's  powers  regarding 
Revenue  and  Expenditures  are  limited  to 
the  meaningless  routine  and  archiac  prac- 
tice of  approving  bills  after  other  Boards 
have  not  only  approved  the  same  bills 
but  have  spent  the  money,  we  can  and 
do  serve  as  an  information  center  for 
calling  revenue  and  cost  problems  to  the 
Town's  attention. 

PHYSICAL  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Town,  in  1963,  entered  upon  the 
last  phase  of  its  present  public  construc- 
tion program  by  initiating  additions  to 
the  Machon  and  High  Schools.  The  past 
six  years  have  resulted  in  a  meeting  of 
our  needs  with  a  new  Junior  High 
School,  Post  Office,  Central  Fire  Station, 
and  a  new  wing  on  the  Library.  We 
recommend  that  the  Planning  Board,  our 
Board's  Tax  Revenue  Study  Committee, 
and  the  Assessors  carefully  consider  reve- 
nue producing  land  use  changes  to  pro- 
tect the  residential  character  of  the 
Town,  and,  thereby  residential  property 
values.  Such  values  are,  of  course,  en- 
hanced by  putting  more  of  our  tax  bur- 
den on  commercial  property.  Our  joint 
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objective  should  be  continuation  as  a 
first  class  residential  Town.  With  our 
public  building  program  completed,  and 
with  the  possibility  of  new  commercial 
property  increasing,  tax  rate  stability  is 
within  our  grasp. 

INTER  MUNICIPAL  AND 
REGIONAL  COOPERATION 

Our  Waste  Disposal  Committee  has 
maintained  contact  with  developments  in 
our  area  throughout  the  year.  Although 
the  five  community  incinerator  that  we 
proposed  based  on  two  non-cost  engi- 
neering surveys,  and  with  a  low  poten- 
tial cost  to  all,  is  no  longer  a  possibility 
because  of  narrow  provincialism  and  mu- 
tual jealousy  among  other  communities, 
we  will  strive  to  join  in  the  most  ad- 
vantageous setup  for  the  Town  to  avoid 
uneconomical  costs  of  construction  of 
our  own,  although  site,  plans,  and  spe- 
cifications are  now  available. 

The  Board  endorses  the  regional  plan- 
ning done  over  the  past  two  years  by  a 


steering  committee  on  which  Chairman 
Thomson  serves.  This  Committee  is 
striving  to  establish  a  Southern  Essex 
County  Re-Development  area  using  Fed- 
eral funds  to  provide  for  the  economic 
future  of  our  area  for  our  people. 

CONCLUSION 

This  has  been  a  year  of  readjustment 
for  the  Board  and  we  wish,  at  this  time, 
to  thank  our  Town  Counsel,  Richard 
Coughlin,  our  Secretary,  Richard  A. 
Wales,  and  our  Clerk,  Katherine  Donlon 
for  their  faithful  assistance.  Also  we 
pay  tribute  to  those  who  have  observed 
throughout  the  Town  Government  who 
have  put  Public  Service  above  Self 
Service.  In  coming  years,  let  us  hope  that 
ALL  will  emulate  those  who  have  worked 
full  time  for  our  Citizens.  Space  does 
not  allow  us  to  name  the  many  officials, 
employees  and  citizens  whose  assistance 
has  helped  to  make  our  term  a  pleasure. 
It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  you  this 
past  year  and,  we  hope,  an  experience  in 
productive  government.

TOWN  COUNSEL 

RICHARD  COUGHLIN,  Town  Counsel 


During  the  past  year  I  prepared  the 
Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
after  conferences  with  and  advice  to  the 
various  boards  and  committees  of  the 
Town.  As  Town  Counsel,  I  attended 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Board  of  Public  Works,  Board  of  Ap- 
peals, Planning  Board,  Board  of  Health 
and  various  committees,  furnishing  ad- 
vice on  legal  matters  arising  out  of  the 
conduct  of  their  official  responsibilities 
and  duties.  Contracts  were  prepared 
and/or  approved  by  Town  Counsel  for 
purchases  of  supplies,  equipment  and  ma- 
terials necessary  to  departmental  opera- 
tions. 


I  conferred  with,  advised,  and  assisted 
the  School  Committee,  acting  as  the  High 
School  Building  Committee  and  the 
Machon  School  Building  Committee,  in 
the  matter  of  contracts  with  the  archi- 
tects, letting  of  contracts  with  the  suc- 
cessful bidders  and  preparation  of  all 
documents  necessary  for  such  purposes. 

Several  important  matters  developed 
during  the  year  involving  litigation.  The 
Hadley  School  playground  addition  Emi- 
nent Domain  Proceedings  were  instituted 
in  Essex  Superior  Court  involving  three 
parcels  of  land  with  buildings  thereon. 
An  effective  recommendation  was  made 
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for  settlement  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  disposition  of  the  land  damage  claims 
of  the  more  valuable  pieces  of  property 
involved  in  these  takings.  A  Petition  For 
Damages  respecting  the  remaining  land 
and  buildings  is  pending  on  the  current 
Jury  Trial  List  in  Essex  Superior  Court. 

Also  pending  in  the  Esserx  Superior 
Court  is  a  Bill  of  Complaint  brought  by 
the  Town  Accountant  against  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Treasurer 
respecting  a  wage  increase  claim,  chal- 
lenging the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  its  interpretation  and  ap- 
plication of  the  Wage  Scale  and  Pay 
Plan  By-Law. 

I  prosecuted  a  complaint  secured  by 
the  Building  Inspector  against  the  owner 
of  profkerty  for  violation  of  the  Zoning 
By-Law  and  Building  By-Laws  of  the 
Town.  The  defendant  was  found  guilty 
and  fined.  I  brought  a  Bill  of  Complaint 
in  the  Equity  side  of  the  Essex  Superior 
Court  to  enjoin  and  restrain  him  from 
continued  violations.  The  matter  is  pres- 
ently pending. 

Two  cases  were  called  for  trial  in  the 
Appellate  Tax  Board  in  which  valuations 
placed  on  property  by  the  Board  of  As- 
sessors for  the  Town  were  put  in  issue. 
Upon  trial  of  one,  an  adjustment  was 
effected  in  full  settlement.  The  other  ap- 
peal was  withdrawn.  There  are  pending 
and  assigned  for  trial  by  the  Appellate 
Tax  Board  three  other  cases  respecting 
property  valuations. 

Two  matters  were  litigated  before  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  involving 
charges  and  punishment  against  Fire  De- 
partment personnel.  The  first  case,  in- 
volving suspension  and  discharge,  was 
prosecuted,  and  the  action  of  the  Fire 
Department  was  sustained.  The  second 
case   was   more   complicated,  involving 


suspension  for  alleged  violations  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. It  also  put  in  issue  the  right  of 
the  Beard  of  Selectmen  to  confer  with 
employees.  In  respect  to  the  latter,  the 
position  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was 
sustained,  and  the  disciplinary  action 
was  reversed  on  this  charge.  The  Com- 
mission supported  the  charge  that  the 
employee  had  not  acted  in  the  best  inter- 
est of  the  department.  The  employee  ap- 
pealed this  decision  to  the  District  Court 
of  Southern  Essex  in  accordance  with 
statutory  provisions  of  appeal.  A  trial  on 
the  merits  is  pending. 

Two  personal  injury  claims  were  set- 
tled with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  funds  were  transferred 
for  such  purpose  from  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee's Reserve  Fund  to  the  Law  De- 
partment. 

Three  serious  claims  for  personal  in- 
jury and  property  damage,  pending  in 
Essex  Superior  Court,  were  assigned  and 
tried  before  an  Auditor.  These  suits  in- 
volved claims  by  Ray's  Yellow  Taxi  Cab 
Company  for  damage  to  their  motor 
vehicle;  Franklin  E.  Brown,  the  operator 
of  the  cab,  for  alleged  serious  personal 
injuries;  and  alleged  substantial  property 
damage  to  land  and  buildings  caused  by 
water.  All  of  these  claims  arose  as  a 
result  of  a  burst  water  main  on  Rock 
Avenue.  After  several  days  of  trial,  the 
matters  were  disposed  by  nominal  settle- 
ments. The  necessary  funds  for  settle- 
ment of  these  claims  was  also  transferred 
from  the  Finance  Committee's  Reserve 
Fund  to  the  Law  Department  for  such 
purjx)ses. 

There  are  two  other  personal  injury 
claims  pending  against  the  Town  and 
other  claim  of  injuries  for  which  litiga- 
tion has  not  been  commenced.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

FORREST  E.  MASON,  JR.,  Director 


The  recent  Cuban  affair  brought  about 
considerable  interest  in  Civil  Defense  and 
this  office  had  many  calls  pertaining  to 
literature  on  "Family  Action"  in  case  of 
enemy  attack.  This  literature  was  sent 
to  all  townspeople,  who  requested  this 
information. 

I  attended  many  meetings  both  on  the 
State  and  local  level.  The  most  impor- 
tant questions  that  were  asked  at  these 
meetings  and  that  would  pertain  to  our 
Town  were  as  follows: 

1.  What  will  happen  to  the  children 
if  they  are  in  school? 

2.  Will  the  Federal  Government  subsi- 
dize Local  Government  in  the  building 
of  public  fall-out  shelters  or  improve 
existing  buildings  to  meet  Federal  re- 
quirements for  the  stocking  of  food  and 
water? 

3.  Does  the  Town  of  Swampscott  have 
any  buildings  that  meet  the  Federal  re- 
quirements for  the  stocking  of  food  and 
water? 

4.  Are  the  Swampscott  townspeople 
prepared  to  help  themselves  in  time  of 
an  emergency? 

The  answers  to  the  above  questions  are 
as  follows: 

1.  The  National  Warning  System  al- 
lows a  minimum  notice  of  twenty  min- 
utes; therefore,  it  is  the  intention  to 
send  the  school  children  home  at  the  first 
warning  notice.  We  are  fortunate  that 
Swampscott  is  geographically  small  thus 
enabling  a  child  to  reach  his  home  in  the 
minimum  twenty  minutes  allowed. 

2.  The  Federal  Government  will  not 
subsidize  any  local  Government  in  the 
building  of  Public  Fall-Out  Shelters,  nor 
improving  existing  buildings  including 
schools  to  meet  Federal  requirements  to 
stock  these  buildings. 


3.  At  the  present  time,  we  do  not 
have  any  buildings  in  town  that  meet 
Government  specifications  to  allow  the 
stocking  of  food  and  water.  However,  a 
re-evaluation  of  the  original  findings  of 
the  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard,  Inc. 
is  expected. 

4.  Civil  Defense,  of  course,  is  strictly 
a  personal  matter  but  if  we  all  have  a 
planned  action  whether  it  be  for  a  na- 
tural or  national  disaster,  the  chance  of 
survival  is  that  much  greater. 

In  my  past  Town  Reports,  I  have 
stated  a  few  simple  steps  for  "Family 
Civil  Defense"  and  I  am  repeating  them 
again  as  I  feel  that  it  is  most  important 
that  each  family  take  appropriate  action 
and  do  the  following: 

1.  Know  your  Air  Raid  alert  signals 
and  what  to  do  if  they  sound. 

2.  Have  at  least  one  member  of  your 
family  take  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid  course. 

3.  Prepare  a  room  or  area  in  your 
cellar  that  will  afford  you  the  most  pro- 
tection. 

4.  Have  at  least  twenty-one  (21) 
days'  supplies  of  canned  foods  and  water 
stored  for  each  member  of  your  family. 

5.  Have  a  planned  Civil  Defense  ac- 
tion with  your  family  so  that  each  mem- 
ber will  know  what  to  do  in  case  of  any 
emergency  that  might  arise. 

The  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  Organ- 
ization has  intensified  the  Training  Pro- 
gram of  the  Auxiliary  Police,  Auxiliary 
Fire,  Rescue  Squad  and  Communication 
Department  since  the  start  of  the  Cuban 
crisis. 

At  this  point,  I  again  want  to  stress 
to  the  townspeople  that  all  personnel  are 
volunteers  and  deserve  the  highest  praise 
for  their  willingness  to  devote  so  much 
time  to  Civil  Defense. 
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A.  Auxiliary  Police  Departinenf: 

By  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Pohce 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  their  train- 
ing program  has  been  accelerated  to  the 
extent  that  these  men  are  training  with 
the  men  of  the  regular  department  on 
motor  patrol  work  as  well  as  regular 
traffic  duty. 

At  the  present  time,  again  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Chief  of  Pohce  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  the  three  newly  appointed 
Police  Lieutenants  of  the  regular  depart- 
ment are  instructors  and  liaison  officers 
between  the  two  departments  with  Aux- 
iliary Chief  Charles  Scanlon  in  direct 
charge. 

The  men  of  this  department  are  quali- 
fied to  carry  revolvers  having  trained 
with  the  State  Police;  also,  they  are 
trained  in  the  Red  Cross  First  Aid  course. 

Aside  from  the  training  with  the  regu- 
lar department,  meetings  are  held  with 
various  speakers  who  give  lectures  on 
police  work.  They  are  also  on  call  for 
duty  on  such  holidays  as  Hallowe'en. 
Fourth  of  July,  and  at  such  times  as 
directed  by  the  Chief  of  Police.  Also  on 
Sundays,  during  periods  of  heavy  traf- 
fic, etc.,  to  supplement,  at  no  cost  to 
the  taxpayers,  the  regular  department 
gives  the  town  better  coverage. 

There  are  five  short-wave  radios  avail- 
able to  be  used  in  their  own  cars  at  a 
moments  notice.  The  frequency  of  these 
radios  is  such  that  it  will  not  interfere 
with  the  regular  Police  Radio  Band. 
There  is  also  a  transistor  walkie-talkie 
set  attached  to  this  unit  although  it  is 
available  for  any  Town  department  in 
case  of  any  emergency. 

B.  Auxiliary  Fire  Department: 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Fire 
Chief,  this  department  has  been  able  to 
increase  its  already  high  degree  of  effi- 
ciency by  having  its  members  and  equip- 
ment respond  to  Central  Headquarters 
in  case  of  a  multiple  alarm  fire  in  Town 


or  if  the  regular  equipment  is  called  out 
of  Town. 

The  opportunity  to  train  with  the 
men  of  the  regular  department  has  been 
of  tremendous  help  to  these  men  who 
provide,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Auxiliary 
Police  Department,  a  supplementary 
"spare"  fire  department  at  virtually  no 
cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

Captain  Champion  is  the  Liaison  Offi- 
cer between  these  departments  with  Aux- 
iliary Chief  Charles  Stover  in  direct 
charge  of  the  men. 

The  equipment  of  this  department  is 
in  A-1  condition  and  consists  of  two 
engines  and  two  lighting  units.  Engine 
#4  has  Captain  Daniel  Wormwood  in 
charge  and  Engine  #5  has  Captain  Frank 
Hardy  in  charge.  Both  of  these  men  have 
been  in  the  organization  since  its  incep- 
tion and  have  done  much  in  the  training 
of  volunteers  in  this  department. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Selectmen, 
the  men  and  equipment  of  this  fine  emer- 
gency arm  of  Civil  Defense  are  quartered 
in  the  old  Central  Fire  Station,  a  build- 
ing already  set  for  this  purpose.  It  is  a 
fine  Auxiliary  Fire  and  Civil  Defense 
Headquarters  Building  due  to  its  renova- 
tion prior  to  completion  of  the  new 
Central  Station. 

C.  Resnte  Squad: 

The  men  of  the  Rescue  Squad  have 
perhaps  the  most  thankless  job  in  Civil 
Defense  for  it  is  their  job  to  train  in 
rescue  work  of  all  types.  These  men 
have  attended  the  Rescue  School  in  Tops- 
field  that  is  conducted  by  the  State. 

At  the  present  time,  this  squad  is 
headed  by  Captain  Roy  Maston,  who  has 
done  much  to  keep  this  unit  together 
despite  the  difficult  training  exercises 
that  must  be  continually  held  to  keep 
abreast  of  all  the  new  rescue  methods. 
This  squad  is  also  housed  in  the  old  Fire 
Station  —  now  a  triple  purpose  Civil 
Defense  Center. 
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I  should  like  at  this  time  to  express 
my  profound  thanks  and  those  of  the 
Town  to  Albert  W.  Lalime,  who  origi- 
nally organized  this  squad  and  whose 
tireless  effort  brought  about  the  teaching 
of  First  Aid  courses  to  the  people  of  this 
Town.  Without  his  dogmatic  approach, 
the  Rescue  Squad  and  splendid  equipment 
which  includes  a  fully  equipped  truck, 
trailer,  and  lighting  unit  would  not  be 
what  it  is  today.  He  has  been  recognized 
by  the  Selectmen  and  out-of-town  offi- 
cials as  an  outstanding  man  in  the  rescue 
field. 

D.  Communication  Department: 

The  members  of  this  fine  department 
are  often  called  the  unsung  heroes  of 
Civil  Defense  because  their  real  work 
comes  in  time  of  emergency.  It  is  at 
this  time  when  all  other  types  of  com- 
munication fails,  that  these  men  work 
as  "Ham  Operators"  to  get  outside  help 
for  our  community  and  to  those  in 
trouble  around  us. 

At  the  present  time,  Daniel  O'Connell 
is  Radio  Officer  and  he  has  done  an  out- 
standing job  in  seeing  that  his  radio  gear 
and  auxiliary  power  is  in  the  best  of 
condition  and  available  for  instant  use. 

I  also  want  all  the  townspeople  to 
know    that    through   Eugene  Hastings' 


work  our  Communication  Department  is 
one  of  the  best  in  this  area. 

I  am  profoundly  grateful  to  the  wives 
and  families  of  the  members  of  the 
Swampscott  Civil  Defense  for  under- 
standing when  their  husbands  are  at 
work  and  are  unable  to  be  at  home. 

I  am  also  grateful  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  and  to 
all  Town  Departments  who  have  done 
so  much  to  improve  Swampscott  Civil 
Defense  during  the  year. 

As  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  George  B.  Thomson  has  said: 
"In  no  other  area,  do  the  people  of 
Swampscott  receive  such  widespread  ef- 
fective services  at  almost  no  cost.  Be- 
cause the  4  Sections  of  Civil  Defense  are 
manned  by  volunteers  who  are  devoted 
to  their  town  and  their  work,  we  can 
be  proud  of  the  supplementary  strength 
they  add  to  our  regular  forces. 

"It  is  doubtful  that  any  other  com- 
munity in  the  State  has  finer  Civil  De- 
fense services  and  protection  than 
Swampscott." 

It  is  hoped  that  future  Boards  of 
Selectmen  and  other  Town  officials  will 
continue  to  provide  the  sincere  interest 
and  effective  support  so  that  Civil  De- 
fense can  continue  the  rapid  progress.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

WALTER  M.  CHAMPION,  JR.,  Chief 


During  the  past  year  the  fire  depart- 
ment answered  746  calls.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  214  calls  over  196 L  Our  fire 
loss  was  somewhat  greater  than  usual  as 
a  result  of  several  large  loss  multiple 
alarm  fires.  This  department  was  faced 
with  a  serious  church  fire,  and  four 
general  alarm  fires,  three  of  the  general 
fires  occurring  within  a  three-day  period. 

APPARATUS 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  last 
annual  town  meeting  a  committee  was 
formed  to  purchase  a  new  8  5  foot  aerial 
ladder  truck.  After  giving  much  con- 
sideration to  the  various  bids  received, 
the  committee  consisting  of  Donald  J. 


Warnock,  Chairman,  Harvey  P.  New- 
comb,  Edward  N.  Ludlam,  John  F.  Gr)m- 
kraut,  and  Fire  Chief  Walter  M.  Cham- 
pion, Jr.,  voted  to  purchase  a  Maxim  8  5 
foot  tractor  trailer  aerial  ladder  truck. 
This  new  equipment  will  be  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  town. 

PERSONNEL 

On  February  2,  1962  Firefighter  Irwin 
R.  Patten  was  retired  after  3  8  years  of 
faithful  service. 

On  February  9,  1962  Donald  J.  Stin- 
son  was  appointed  a  perm.anent  fire- 
fighter, and  on  February  2  8,  1962  Robert 
Ball  was  appointed  a  permanent  fire- 
fighter. 
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James  D.  Frary  was  appointed  a  per- 
manent-intermittent firefighter  on  July 
1,  1962. 

On  November  1  5.  1962  Reverend  Har- 
old Woodbury,  Protestant  Chaplain  for 
the  Swampscott  Fire  Department,  re- 
signed as  such,  due  to  a  condition  of  his 
health. 

FIRE  DRILLS  AND 
INSPECTIONS 

Fire  drills  were  conducted  at  all  schools 
during  the  year.  I  was  pleased  that  the 
students  were  well  trained  and  it  is  a 
credit  to  the  faculty  that  supervised 
them. 

As  your  Fire  Chief  I  urge  residents 
to  hold  regular  fire  drills  in  their  homes 
throughout  the  year.  Home  fire  drills  can 
save  lives,  and  regular  fire  drills  can  help 
protect  your  family  from  serious  injury 
or  death  if  you  make  life  saving  escape 
plans  before  fire  strikes. 

All  mercantile,  public  buildings,  hotels 
and  other  buildings  permitted  by  law 
were  inspected.  Inspection  of  property  is 
a  valuable  branch  of  the  fire  service  and 
any  citizen  who  desires  to  have  their 
property  inspected  by  this  department 
may  do  so  by  caUing  Fire  Headquarters, 
LY  5-4050. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  and 
public  safety  this  department  continued 
its  program  of  spraying  Christmas  trees 
with  a  fire  retardent  solution. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

During  the  year  over  two  miles  of 
overhead  fire  alarm  wires  were  replaced 
with  new  wire.  It  is  intended  to  carry 
out  this  replacement  program  by  install- 
ing new  wire  where  required  and  as 
needed. 

COMMENDATIONS 

On  July  3  1,  1962  a  heroic  life  saving 
rescue  was  accomplished  in  the  waters 
off  Little's  Point.  A  commendation  to 
all  participating  personnel  was  issued  and 


the  following  personal  commendation 
was  awarded:

This  department  received  commenda- 
tions from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
the  above  mentioned  rescue  and  also  for 
the  series  of  multiple  alarm  fires  occur- 
ring within  a  three  day  period  in  August, 
commending  this  department  for  its  effi- 
ciency in  the  control  of  these  serious 
fires. 

Commendations  were  also  received 
from  the  Methodist  Church  on  Burrill 
Street,  and  from  organizations  located  in 
the  Odd  Fellows  Hall  Buildmg  on  Elm- 
wood  Road,  each  of  these  properties  the 
scene  of  serious  fires.  These  commenda- 
tions also  had  words  of  high  praise  for 
the  efficient  manner  in  which  these  fires 
were  handled. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  recommend  the  addition  of  sufficient 
firefighters  to  the  department  so  that 
the  total  personnel  will  at  least  be 
brought  up  to  the  recognized  minimum 
standards.  At  present  all  pieces  of  ap- 
paratus are  undermanned. 

I  recommend  that  new  underground 
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fire  alarm  cable  be  installed  from  Fire 
Headquarters  on  Burrill  Street  to  the 
Marblehead  line  via  Humphrey  Street  and 
from  the  intersection  of  Humphrey  Street 
and  Puritan  Road,  along  Puritan  Road 
to  Woodbine  Avenue. 

I  recommend  the  installation  of  addi- 
tional hydrant  protection  in  certain  areas 
of  the  Town. 


I  recommend  the  replacement  of  the 
present  19  57  Fire  Chief's  car. 

I  recommend  the  acceptance  by  the 
Town  of  an  addition  to  the  by-laws  of 
the  Town  requiring  the  installation  of 
an  approved  fire  detection  system  in  each 
new  dwelling  to  be  constructed.

The  proposed  amendment  imposes  no  new  taxes  but  gives  the  General  Court 
the  power  to  pass  an  income  tax  at  graduated  or  proportioned  rates  and  is  a  change 
in  the  constitutional  limitations  now  in  effect  on  the  powei  of  the  General  Court 
to  pass  tax  measures.  The  proposed  amendment  would  add  a  new  Article  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  by  which  full  power  and  authority  is  granted 
to  the  General  Court,  in  the  alternative  to  the  power  and  authority  to  tax  incomes 
in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  XLIV  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution, 
to  impose  a  tax  on  incomes  at  rates  which  are  proportioned  or  graduated  according 
to  the  amount  of  income  received,  irrespective  of  the  source  from  which  it  may  be 
derived,  and  to  grant  reasonable  exemptions,  deductions  and  abatements.  It  further 
provides  that  any  property  the  income  of  which  is  taxed  under  the  provisions  of 
the  proposed  Article  may  be  exempted  from  the  imposition  and  levying  of  pro- 
portional and  reasonable  assessments,  rates  and  taxes  as  at  present  authorized  by 
the  Constitution,  and  that  the  Article  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  the  power  oi 
the  General  Court  to  impose  and  levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises.

The  Personnel  Board  wishes  to  re-echo 
the  sentiments  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
who  extended,  on  behalf  of  the  towns- 
people, their  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
dedicated  services  rendered  by  M.  Stanley 
Metz  and  Robert  L.  Yasi,  while  members 
of  the  Personnel  Board.  The  Personnel 
Board  was  truly  sorry  to  hear  of  their 
retirement. 

During  the  year,  the  Personnel  Board 
met  with  every  Board  and  every  employee 
who  requested  a  meeting.

This  committee  has  continued  in  its 
pursuit  of  providing  adequate  transpor- 
tation facilities  within  the  Common- 
wealth by  its  close  co-operation  with  the 
Mass  Transportation  Commission  and 
legislative  action  toward  the  solution  of 
these  problems.  It  provides  for  a  con- 
tinuance of  Railroad,  Bus,  and  Highway 
facilities  or  additions  thereto,  as  may  best 
fit  into  the  over-all  plan  which  includes 
one  hundred  and  forty-four  communities, 
in  the  four  areas  under  study,  ours  being 
the  North  Shore  area. 

This  has  resulted  in  the  providing  of 
adequate  Federal  and  State  funds  and  the 
consequent  action  of  the  Mass  Transpor- 
tation Commission,  making  the  first 
study,  thus  utilizing  the  facilities  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  with  Budd 
cars  and  Bus  feeder  lines  in  the  over-all 
demonstration.  This  has  provided  a 
stepped-up  time  table  schedule  of  service

on  the  B.  &  M.,  with  reduced  fares  as  an 
incentive  toward  increased  patronage  and 
consequent  betterment.  As  Swampscott  is 
on  the  main  line,  with  its  station  and 
parking  area  facility,  the  Town  is  to  re- 
ceive its  added  share  of  commuter  and 
passenger  service  as  a  consequence. 

This  committee  has  been  represented, 
by  its  executive  members  and  our  legis- 
lative representatives,  in  meetings  with 
the  governor  and  the  Commission  as  has 
been  required  and  is  alert  to  all  phases 
of  the  transportation  problem  as  it  affects 
Swampscott  in  particular. 

In  what  appears  to  be  necessary,  and 
in  our  best  interests,  there  has  been 
placed  in  the  Town  Warrant  an  article 
concerning  the  Central  B.  &  M.  Station 
and  its  area  on  Railroad  Avenue  and 
Columbia  Street.  This  is  co-operative 
action  by  this  committee  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.

The  Town  Government  Study  Committee,  established  under  Article  17  of  the 
Warrant  for  the  1962  Town  Meeting  hereunder  submits  its  report  and  recom- 
mendations. 
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Given  a  broad  mandate  by  the  Town 
Meeting's  acceptance  of  the  Finance 
Committee's  favorable  recommendation, 
the  Town  Government  Study  Commit- 
tee began  a  regular  series  of  Tuesday 
Executive  Sessions  promptly.  Seeking  to 
get  a  cross-section  of  the  views  of  Town 
Officials  and  Town  Meeting  members, 
they  were  sent  a  questionnaire.  The  per- 
cent response  was  good  and  many  sug- 
gestions received  —  many,  most  con- 
structive —  particularly  when  one  con- 
siders that  it  is  difficult  for  officials  and 
Town  Meeting  representatives  to  be 
completely  objective  where  their  own 
positions  may  be  involved.  In  addition, 
the  people  of  Swampscott  were  invited 
to  send  in  any  suggestions  they  might 
have. 

ALL  proposals,  except  those  obviously 
of  dubious  legal  status,  have  been  placed 
in  the  Warrant  for  the  1963  Town 
Meeting.  This  was  done  whether  or  not 
the  Committee  favored  them,  in  an  at- 
tempt to  allow  the  Town  Meeting  mem- 
bers to  express  their  views  publicly. 

In  our  judgment,  after  a  review  of 
similar  studies  made  by  other  towns,  re- 
ceipt of  suggestions  from  Swampscott 
Officials  and  citizens,  and  the  Commit- 
tee's own  thinking,  based  on  hours  of 
discussion  of  certain  weaknesses  in  our 
Government,  as  it  is  now  constituted, 


certain  articles  received  our  approval  and 
it  will  be  so  indicated  in  our  report  to 
the  Town  Meeting  and  the  people  of 
Swampscott. 

Two  main  issues  arose  again  and  again: 

( 1 )  There  is  a  definite  need  for  central- 
ized overall  control  of  the  Town's 
Administrative  business  and  logically 
this  control  can  be  placed  only  with 
the  Selectmen. 

(2)  Swampscott  has  one  of  the  largest 
Representative  Town  Meetings  in 
the  Commonwealth  and  one  of  the 
lowest  attendance  records.  Out  of 
324  men  and  women,  there  are 
times  when  the  Moderator  has  diffi- 
culty finding  a  quorum. 

The  report  to  be  presented  to  the 
Town  by  its  Government  Study  Com- 
mittee will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee, indicate  areas  worthy  of  the  con- 
tinued attention  of  the  Town  Govern- 
ment Study  Committee,  the  Town  Meet- 
ing, and  the  people  of  Swampscott. 

Favorable  consideration  of  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendations  to  date  and 
endorsement  of  the  continuation  of  this 
endeavor  in  recognition  of  its  magnitude 
and  lasting  importance  is  recommended 
by  your  Town  Government  Study  Com- 
mittee.

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1,  1962  to  Dec.  27,  1962,  as  compared 
to  74  interments  for  1961. 

All  receipts  for  interments,  lot  sales, 
liners,  foundations,  etc.,  amounting  to 
$23,364.59  were  paid  to  Town  Treasurer. 

We  still  get  many  complimentary  re- 
marks about  the  improvements  we  have 
made  in  the  Cemetery,  the  rocky  garden, 
new  flowering  shrubs,  yews,  etc.,  signs 
will  be  installed  on  all  streets,  avenues 
and  paths  in  1963.

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

Engineering  services  furnished  by  this 
Division  through  1962  included  land  sur- 
veying, preparation  of  record  plans,  writ- 
ing descriptions  of  properties  and  ease- 
ments, correcting  maps  for  the  Board  of 
Assessors  in  accordance  with  land  trans- 
fers as  received  from  the  Registry  of 
Deeds,  computation  of  assessment  quan- 
tities, cost  estimating,  designing  of  vari- 
ous works  and  structures,  preparation  of 
contracts  including  specifications  and 
drawings,  laying  out  and  supervising  the 
work  on  various  construction  projects, 
and  the  furnishing  of  engineering  data 
to  private  engineers,  surveyors,  attorneys, 
and  the  general  public.  The  apportion- 
ment of  these  services  is  shown  in  the 
following  table:

Because  projects  requiring  engineering 
services  are  usually  described  in  the  an- 
nual reports  of  the  various  divisions  and 
departments  concerned,  no  listing  of  such 
projects  is  repeated  here. 

PARK  DIVISION 

A  total  of  twenty- three  (23)  days 
were  realized  for  skating  at  the  larger 
hockey  rink,  the  small  pond  area  at 
Jackson  Park  and  Abbott  Park.  Proper 
supervision  was  responsible  for  keeping 
accidents  at  a  minimum.  The  conversion 
of  the  tennis  courts  to  an  asphalt  sur- 
face, a  better  small  children's  skating  area 
will  be  possible. 

During  the  snow  season,  the  majority 
of  the  employees  worked  with  the  High- 
way Division  on  snow  removal.  A  group 
of  men  worked  to  strip,  clean,  grind, 
rebuild,  and  repaint  all  small  power 
equipment  used  on  parks,  playgrounds 
and  cemetery. 

Narcissus,  jonquils  and  hyacinths  were 
used  more  abundantly  at  the  Monument 
Parkway.  Cooperation  was  shown  the 
Girl  Scouts  on  their  50th  Anniversary  by 
planting  the  Girl  Scout  trefoil  in  Nar- 
cissus and  paper  whites,  and  later  in 
flowers. 
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The  baseball  season  saw  the  service  of 
fields  for  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth 
League,  Junior  High  and  High  School, 
sandwiching  in  a  spring  football  program. 
Later  in  the  season  girls'  softball  and 
independent  teams  of  both  baseball  and 
softball  were  added. 

The  Summer  Recreation  Project  pro- 
ceeded to  expand,  and  tennis  was  added 
under  the  direction  of  Coach  Stanley 
Bondelevitch. 

The  employment  of  pre-coUege  and 
college  students  allows  a  larger  work  load 
to  be  carried.  This  division  uses  these 
youths  in  recreation,  beach  maintenance, 
lifeguards,  labor  and  spray  crews. 

Through  the  fine  cooperation  of  the 
athletic  director,  the  turf  on  the  stadium 
stayed  right  up  through  the  last  game. 
Practice  fields  are  something  again.  It 
seems  impossible  to  maintain  turf  on 
such  heavily  used  areas.  Somehow  a  larger 
rotating  area  is  needed. 

The  Pop  Warner  practice  sessions  were 
transferred  to  Abbott  Park  and  two 
floodlights  were  added  to  allow  later 
hours. 

The  Dutch  Elm  disease  continues  to 
whittle  away  at  our  fine  large  trees.  We 
are  combatting  it  by  sanitation,  spraying, 
and  removal  of  affirmed  suspects. 

The  oak-leaf  skeletonizer  was  preva- 
lent in  the  early  summer  but  an  applica- 
tion of  "Sevin"  applied  by  helicopter 
stopped  the  second  brood. 

The  replacement  of  elms  and  trees  re- 
moved when  necessary  are  being  replaced 
with  sugar  maples,  flowering  and  tailored 
trees.  These  small  trees  should  help  the 
sidewalk  problem  as  well  as  a  smaller 
maintenance  problem  on  trees. 

The  fall  work  consisted  of  assisting  on 
sidewalk  construction,  planting  trees, 
winterizing  recreational  areas  and  build- 
ings, preparing  to  make  ice  and  getting 
ready  for  winter  work. 


SEWER  DIVISION 

This  Division  has  four  employees  and 
is  assisted  by  other  divisions  whenever 
extra  manpower  is  needed. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
Town  Meeting  of  March.  1962,  Main 
Sewer  extensions  were  completed  in 
Windsor  Avenue  and  Glen  Road. 

The  sewer  extension  in  Tidd  Street  will 
be  completed  in  the  early  part  of  1963. 

The  damaged  portion  of  the  Claremont 
Terrace  Sewer  was  excavated  and  re- 
placed with  a  new  eight  inch  line.  This 
was  accomplished  by  the  personnel  of 
the  combined  Public  Works  Divisions, 
and  resulted  in  a  substantial  savings  to 
the  Town. 

The  men  of  this  Division  maintain  the 
operation  and  up-keep  of  the  motorized 
equipment  at  the  Pumping  Station,  and 
are  responsible  for  the  maintenance  and 
repairs  of  all  Main  Sewer  Lines.  They  also 
assist  in  the  construction  of  new  Drain 
lines,  manholes  and  catch  basins.  Repairs 
were  completed  to  Public  Works  Build- 
ings and  Town  fences.  New  salt-treated 
plankings  were  installed  on  the  walk  and 
roadbed  of  the  Essex  Street  bridge.  The 
wooden  sides  were  repaired  and  painted, 
and  new  guard  rails  and  chain  link  fences 
were  installed,  replacing  the  old  wooden 
fences. 

At  the  Pumping  Station  new  cutting 
knives  were  installed  to  the  two  Com- 
minutors  and  new  motor  bearings  in- 
stalled to  the  2  5  h.p.  motor.  This  was 
completed  by  the  Public  Works  me- 
chanics and  resulted  in  a  savings  to  the 
Town. 

An  Article  is  being  inserted  in  the 
1963  Town  Warrant  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  Gasoline 
Auxiliary  Motor  to  replace  a  1941  En- 
gine. Maintenance  and  replacement  parts 
are  becoming  irreplaceable.  This  Auxili- 
ary Engine  is  used  for  emergency  and  in 
case  of  power  failure  during  snorms. 
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The  continued  operation  of  the  Diver- 
sion Chamber  and  Chlorinator  during  the 
summxer  months  alleviated  the  pollution 
in  Stacey  Brook.  The  cost  of  operating 
the  Chlorinator  for  treating  the  effluent 
in  Stacey  Brook  is  assumed  on  a  co- 
operative basis  by  the  Town  and  the 
City  of  Lynn. 

A  twenty-four  hour  surveillance  must 
be  maintained  in  the  Pumping  Station, 
and  a  standby  operation  is  in  effect  dur- 
ing week-ends  and  holidays.  This  must 
be  carried  on  to  operate  the  pumping 
equipment  especially  during  excessive 
rain  storms.

WATER  DIVISION 

During  the  year  1962  the  following 
was  accomplished  by  the  Water  Division: 

Forty-seven  (47)  service  leaks  re- 
paired; 19  services  renewed;  44  new 
services  installed;  18  services  cleaned  out; 
3  3  services  renewed  from  main  to  curb 
cock;  10  services  renewed  from  the  side- 
walk to  the  meter;  90  service  boxes  re- 
paired; 14  frozen  services  thawed;  14 
frozen  meters  repaired;  90  meter  leaks 
repaired;  260  meters  turned  on  and  off; 
15  hydrants  repaired;  3  broken  hydrants 


replaced;  50  meters  repaired;  108  meters 
replaced.  Meters  were  read  quarterly. 

Breaks  were  repaired  in  the  6"  mains 
at  Pleasant  Street  and  Worcester  Avenue, 
and  in  the  2"  main  at  Vinnin  Street. 

Old  iron  services  were  renewed  with 
copper  tubing  from  the  main  to  the  side- 
walk in  all  streets  reconstructed,  namely. 
New  Ocean  Street,  Burrill  Street,  Lodge 
Road,  Bates  Road,  Beverly  Road,  also 
located,  raised  to  grade  and  painted  for 
identification  all  valve  and  curb  boxes 
in  all  streets  where  road  work  and  side- 
walk construction  was  scheduled. 

All  hydrants  were  flushed  in  the  spring 
and  inspected  and  winterized  in  the  late 
fall,  at  which  time  all  departments  were 
notified  in  writing  to  report  the  use  of 
any  hydrant  during  the  winter  months. 

Continued  progress  is  being  made  in 
the  direction  of  improvements  to  the 
system.  All  cast  iron  pipe  now  used  is 
cement  lined. 

The  8"  main  in  Parsons  Drive  was 
extended  639  feet,  115  ft.  of  6"  pipe 
was  installed  from  the  dead  end  in  Crest 
Road  to  Bay  View  Avenue  to  complete 
a  circuit  and  bolster  the  supply  in  that 
area. 

1720  feet  of  lO"  pipe  was  installed  in 
Forest  Avenue  from  Humphrey  Street  to 
Laurel  Road,  and  90  feet  of  6"  pipe ; 
from  the  dead  end  in  Whitman  Road  to 
the  10"  pipe  in  Forest  Avenue,  thereby 
completing  two  more  circuits. 

A  contract  was  awarded  to  install  ap- 
proximately  6600    feet   of  8"-10"-12"' 
pipe  from  the  12"  main  in  Paradise  Road- 
to  the    10"   main   in  Rockland  Street.; 
When   the   project  was  shut  down  on 
December    14,    1962    for    the  winter' 
months,    there    had    been    installed  in 
Walker  Road  1473  feet  of  12"  pipe,  1 
Hydrant  and   3    12"   valves  and   2  6" 
valves  in  Banks  Road;  43  5  feet  of  12" 
pipe   and    1    12"    valve    in  Redington; 
Street;  221  feet  of  10"  pipe  and  2  10"; 
valves,  and  in  King  Street,  104  feet  of' 
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10"  pipe  and  1  10"  valve,  representing 
approximately  one-third  of  the  project. 

This  year  the  Division  had  an  8  year 
old  Hght  duty  air  compressor  replaced  by 
a  new  one,  more  suitable  for  all  around 
purposes;  and  an  8  year  old  truck  was 
also  replaced  with  a  new  one,  and  a  pipe 
locating  device  was  purchased.  The  roofs 
of  all  the  Division  buildings  were  sealed 
against  leaks,  the  buildings  were  painted 
and  a  hot-top  surface  laid  in  the  shop 
yard.  Also,  a  new  plow  was  purchased 
and  installed  on  the  new  truck.  This 
makes  all  trucks  of  this  Division  avail- 
able with  plows  in  the  event  of  a  snow- 
storm. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  GARAGE 

This  Division  has  two  mechanics  and 
they  are  responsible  for  the  maintenance, 
repair  and  overhaul  of  all  the  motorized 
equipment  in  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. A  preventive  maintenance  program 
has  been  put  into  operation,  and  this  has 
checked  many  large  repairs  jobs  on  the 
equipment. 

The  mechanics  have  completely  over- 
hauled the  front  end  of  the  SNO-GO, 
replacing  all  gears,  cutters  and  chute. 
The  Public  Works  Department's  47  pieces 
of  mechanized  equipment  have  all  re- 
ceived minor  overhaul,  tune-up  and 
minor  repairs.  It  is  planned  to  construct 
a  new  building  to  house  the  Public  Works 
Garage,  to  give  needed  space  for  a  more 
efficient  operation,  and  to  install  hy- 
draulic or  air-powered  equipment  for 
lubrication,  etc.  As  workload  increases, 
a  third  mechanic  may  be  required  to 
continue  the  efficiency  of  this  preventive 
maintenance  program.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Nineteen  sixty-two  was  a  difficult  year.  In  March  the  community  and  the  school 
system  were  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Robert  D.  Forrest,  Superintendent 
of  Schools.  Dr.  Forrest  at  the  time  was  on  leave  of  absence  as  field  coordinator  for 
the  Study  of  Boston  School  Facihties  which  Harvard  University  was  making  for 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  It  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  Town  and  the 
school  system  to  lose  the  wise  counsel  and  experience  of  a  very  able  administrator. 


Mr.  Philip  A.  Jenkin  was  named  in- 
terim Superintendent  until  a  successor 
could  be  appointed.  Mr.  Jenkin  wiUingly 
shouldered  the  heavy  load  of  helping  the 
School  Committee  prepare  for  the  annual 
town  meeting  as  well  as  adding  the  duties 
of  the  chief  administrator  of  the  school 
system  to  those  of  assistant. 

The  1962  annual  town  meeting  author- 
ized the  development  of  the  Hadley  Ele- 
mentary School  playground,  and  the  con- 
struction of  additions  to  the  Machon 
Elementary  School  and  the  High  School. 
The  Pubhc  Works  Department  was  given 
the  responsibility  for  developing  the 
Hadley  playground.  A  building  commit- 
tee under  the  Chairmanship  of  Selden  D. 
Hulquist  was  appointed  to  construct  the 
Machon  addition.  The  School  Committee 
was  authorized  to  act  as  the  building 
committee  for  the  High  School  addition. 

Construction  bids  were  taken  by  the 
respective  building  committees  in  Septem- 
ber and  construction  was  started  early 
in  October.  J.  J.  Welch  and  Company  of 
Salem  and  Frasca  Construction  Company 
of  Lynn  were  the  successful  bidders  on 
the  Machon  and  High  School  additions 
respectively. 

As  soon  as  the  High  School  addition 
construction  plans  were  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance 
Commission  and  the  financing  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Massachusetts  Emergency 
Finance  Board,  the  School  Committee 
started  a  search  for  candidates  for  the 
position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
Forty  applications  were  screened  and  the 
list  narrowed  to  ten  for  interviews.  The 
successful  candidate  was  Charles  L.  Whit- 
comb,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  New- 


port, Rhode  Island.  He  was  appointed  in 
June  to  become  Superintendent  of  the 
Swampscott  Public  Schools  on  August  1, 
1962.  In  the  short  time  he  has  been  with 
us,  Mr.  Whitcomb  has  shown  a  good 
understanding  of  the  problems  of  the 
system  and  we  are  convinced  that  we 
have  a  top-flight  school  administrator. 

In  April  the  School  Committee  was 
privileged  to  be  in  attendance  at  the 
National  School  Boards  Association  an- 
nual meeting  in  St.  Louis.  As  its  National 
President,  Committeeman  Theodore  C. 
Sargent  presided.  The  highlight  of  the 
convention  for  your  School  Committee 
was  the  banquet  in  honor  of  the  retiring 
president.  It  was  gratifying  to  witness 
the  high  esteem  in  which  Mr.  Sargent  is 
held  by  the  officers  of  the  association  and 
the  school  board  members  across  the 
country.  Local  respect  was  demonstrated 
by  the  attendance  of  many  national 
leaders  in  education  at  the  testimonial 
dinner  in  Mr.  Sargent's  behalf  which  was 
sponsored  by  the  Swampscott  Teachers' 
Association  at  the  Tedesco  Country  Club 
in  May. 

Fortunately  the  School  Committee  has 
been  able  to  devote  some  of  its  time  dur- 
ing the  year  to  curriculum  —  learning 
more  about  present  programs  and  coun- 
selling with  the  administration  concern- 
ing long  range  planning.  In  particular, 
the  retirement  of  two  department  heads, 
Mathematics  and  Science,  provided  an 
opportunity  to  examine  in  depth  our  pres- 
ent programs.  As  a  result  new  depart- 
ment heads  were  procured  with  special 
quahfications  for  development  of  these 
two  areas.  The  administration  was  auth- 
orized to  proceed  with  changes  which 
we  hope  will  strengthen  substantially  the 
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mathematics  and  science  programs.  The 
details  of  these  new  programs  and  other 
important  matters  are  covered  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent.  We  direct 
your  attention  to  the  pages  that  follow.

To  Members  of  the  School  Committee 
Gentlemen: 

In  these  final  days  of  my  first  four 
months  as  your  superintendent  of  schools, 
it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  this  initial 
annual  report.  I  of  course  can  speak  at 
first  hand  only  about  that  portion  of 
the  year  which  has  been  directly  under 
my  stewardship;  for  the  rest,  I  draw 
gratefully  upon  what  I  have  learned  with 
generous  help  from  you  of  the  Commit- 
tee, Mr.  Jenkin,  the  central  office  force, 
and  members  of  our  Swampscott  staff. 

As  I  write,  jackhammers  and  steel- 
work herald  the  new  Machon  and  High 
School  additions.  Just  as  substantially, 
however,  though  perhaps  with  less  visibly 
dramatic  effect,  other  building  goes  on 
also  in  curriculum  and  personnel.  All 
this  makes  for  the  atmosphere  of  change 
and  challenge  that  I  have  found  here. 
Yet,  I  know  well,  it  has  been  achieved 
at  the  cost  of  no  slight  stress  and  stram. 

Death  Ends  Dr.  Forrest's 
Superintendency 

Beyond  any  measure  of  doubt,  the 
saddest  single  blow  to  strike  the  Swamp- 
scott schools  was  the  death  on  March 
9th  of  Robert  David  Forrest,  who  with- 
in a  few  weeks  of  that  date  would  have 
returned  to  the  superintendency  from  his 
1961-62  leave  of  absence. 

The  news  came,  as  I  can  understand, 
with  a  great  sense  of  shock  and  deep 
personal  loss  to  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee and  to  the  acting  superintendent.  It 


made  more  than  normally  difficult,  too, 
the  attainment  of  objectives  of  major 
importance  on  the  timetable  for  the  im- 
mediate future.  Two  building  programs 
and  the  1962  budget  awaited  final  draft- 
ing and  community  approval,  with  Town 
Meeting  less  than  three  weeks  away. 
Throughout  Dr.  Forrest's  leave,  since  the 
previous  June,  he  had  served  as  consult- 
ant in  matters  affecting  both  the  build- 
ing and  the  financing  of  our  schools.  His 
help,  at  that  particular  time,  was  sorely 
needed. 

New  Projects  Materialize 

Thanks,  however,  to  the  cooperation 
and  special  efforts  of  a  great  many  peo- 
ple, plans  long  in  the  making  now  met 
with  success.  Showing  itself  sensitive  and 
alert  to  the  pressing  needs  of  Swamp- 
scott's  schools.  Town  Meeting  members 
gave  unanimous  approval  to  three 
projects  of  incalculable  importance. 

It  appropriated  the  sum  of  $15,000  for 
the  completion  of  the  Hadley  School  play 
area.  Public  Works,  removing  one  and 
demolishing  two  other  buildings,  has 
subsequently  provided  an  attractive  and 
valuable  addition  to  the  Town's  play- 
grounds, appropriately  graded,  turfed, 
and  fenced.  It  is  difficult  to  realize  that 
the  Hadley  School  ever  existed  without 
it. 

The  Meeting  also  voted  $195,000  for 
an  addition  to  the  Machon  School  that 
would  bring  that  building  up  to  the  level 
of  other  elementary  schools  in  Swamp- 
scott. Members  of  the  Machon  study 
group,  now  perpetuated  as  the  building 
committee,  retained  the  architectural 
firm  of  Harvey  and  Provost,  which  had 
prepared  preliminary  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, to  complete  the  addition.  The 
James  J.  Welch  Construction  Company 
broke  ground  in  October.  When  com- 
pleted, the  structure  will  provide  a  kin- 
dergarten room,  an  all-purpose  room,  and. 
new  administrative  offices.  It  should  be; 
ready  for  occupancy  by  September  ofi 
1963. 
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Third,  the  Meeting  voted  $600,000  for 
an  addition  to  the  High  School.  The 
School  Committee,  perhaps  uniquely  in 
the  history  of  Swampscott  affairs,  now 
became  the  building  committee.  It  re- 
engaged the  firm  which  had  carried  out 
preliminary  architectural  studies,  Perley 
Gilbert  Associates,  and  let  the  general 
contract  to  the  low-bidding  Frasca  Con- 
struction Company.  Ground  was  broken 
on  October  2,  at  ceremonies  attended 
by  town  officials. 

The  High  School  addition  will  result 
in  a  net  gain  of  ten  rooms.  It  will  make 
available  two  music  areas,  a  corrective 
exercise  room,  a  lecture  hall,  rooms  for 
remiedial  reading  and  student  activities, 
and  storage  space. 

This  transition  year  has  posed  real 
problems  of  phasing  school  routine  and 
construction  requirements.  Students  and 
faculty,  however,  have  taken  the  many 
inconveniences  in  good  spirit  and  at  no 
point  thus  far  have  allowed  themselves 
to  be  thrown  off  stride. 

Almost  immediately,  for  example,  the 
school  found  itself  without  an  indus- 
trial arts  shop.  Mr.  Thomas  Eickelberger, 
department  head,  promptly  re-activated 
the  old  manual  training  area  at  the  Had- 
ley School,  moving  into  it  equipment 
from  the  High  School,  and  his  pupils 
now  walk  down  the  hill  for  their  indus- 
trial arts  classes.  Also,  as  "hams"  may 
be  well  aware,  the  Radio  Club's  amateur 
station  KIBCL  followed  Mr.  Eickelberger 
to  his  temporary  quarters  and  is  now  on 
the  air  from  the  Hadley  School. 

With  previously  inadequate  space  still 
further  curtailed  by  construction  work. 
Principal  John  McLaughlin,  without 
lengthening  the  school  day,  re-scheduled 
major  classes  in  "blocks"  to  meet  four 
times  a  week  instead  of  five  and  for 
fifty-six  minutes  each  instead  of  forty- 
seven.  The  arrangement,  though  reduc- 
ing student  activity  periods  from  one  a 
day  to  two  a  week,  has  had  the  effect  of 
freeing  up  classrooms  throughout  the  day 
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that  would  not  otherwise  have  been  avail- 
able. 

Since  the  first  day  of  work  in  October, 
the  roof  and  walls  of  the  old  industrial 
arts  room  have  been  razed;  over  the  area 
they  once  occupied  now  stands  a  net- 
work of  steel  girders  that  will  frame 
the  new  wing.  At  the  rear  of  the  build- 
ing, on  the  Greenwood  Terrace  side  of 
the  gymnasium,  still  other  steel  girders 
indicate  what  will  be  the  corrective  exer- 
cise room  and  two  areas  for  music.  All 
construction,  according  to  the  architect, 
is  in  step  with  its  timetable  and  will  be 
completed  in  time  for  the  opening  of 
school  in  September  of  1963. 

Curriculum  Changes  Help 
Shape  the  Future 

Mathematics,  science,  library  programs 
— these  areas,  as  well  as  others,  have  felt 
the  impact  of  new  thinking  and  planning 
on  the  part  of  both  faculty  and  School 
Committee.  Let  me  briefly  review  a  few 
highlights. 

(1)  Mathematics 

Perhaps  most  apparent  have  been  the 
changes  in  mathematics,  for  it  has  been 
in  this  field  that  in  recent  years  there 
has  been  a  nation-wide  (and,  indeed, 
world-wide)  explosion. 

The  first  half-year  continued  the  mod- 
ern mathematics  workshops  which  School 
Committee  and  administration  arranged 
with  Professor  J.  Franklin  Fitzgerald  of 
Boston  University  to  provide  for  Swamp- 
scott's  high  and  junior  high  school 
teachers.  These  classes  Mr.  Roger  Hooper, 
who  in  September  became  chairman  of 
the  department,  has  now  carried  on, 
adding  others  for  teachers  of  grades  four, 
five,  and  six,  and  planning  still  others 
to  begin  in  the  fall  for  teachers  of  prim- 
ary grades.  In  January,  as  part  of  the 
Adult  Education  program,  Mr.  Hooper 
will  offer  for  parents  and  other  towns- 
people evening  classes  related  to  the  new 
mathematics  that  pupils  are  taking  in 
the  Swampscott  schools. 


Currently,  about  one  third  of  our 
junior  and  senior  high  pupils  from  grades 
seven  through  eleven  are  engaged  in  the 
new  mathematics  program.  It  is  planned 
that  the  program  next  year  will  be  ex- 
tended to  more  divisions  on  the  secondary 
level  and  introduced  into  grades  four, 
five,  and  six. 

(2)  Science 

Science,  which  nationally  got  some- 
thing of  a  head  start  on  mathematics 
a  few  years  ago  and  therefore  has  been 
less  sensational  in  its  recent  strides,  still 
comes  in  for  a  share  of  attention. 

Mr.  Verne  L,  Bixby,  who  joined  this 
department  as  its  chairman  in  September 
of  1962,  has  organized  workshops  for 
teachers  of  primary  grades.  This  present 
work,  however,  continues  and  extends 
earlier  changes  that  since  19  56  have  in- 
troduced PSSC  physics  at  the  High 
School  and  new  materials,  texts,  and 
methods  down  through  the  junior  high 
and  intermediate  grades. 

(3)  Conversational  French 

Back  in  1959,  spoken  French,  with 
the  aid  of  Channel  2  Various  Francais. 
in-school  telecasts,  made  its  debut  into 
all  fourth  grades  of  Swampscott's  public 
schools.  Since  then  it  has  advanced  at 
the  rate  of  one  grade  level  a  year,  mov- 
ing last  fall  into  the  junior  high,  where 
now  four  divisions  of  seventh  graders 
meet  three  times  a  week  for  training 
through  audio-lingual  methods  and  ma- 
terials. Hardly  a  word  of  English  is 
spoken,  and  each  pupil  reinforces  class- 
room practice  with  phonograph  records 
he  or  she  takes  home.  After  opening 
weeks  of  pattern-drill,  pupils  move  on 
to  reading  and  writing  in  the  language, 
anticipating  formal  grammar  and  com- 
position in  later  grades. 

(4)  Libraries 

In  the  Hadley  building  last  September 
we  began  a  central  library  to  serve  all 
of  the  elementary  schools.  Mrs.  Priscilla 


Moulton,  who  in  1960-61  and  1961-62 
organized  and  put  into  operation  the 
Shaw  Junior  High  library,  now  under- 
took a  new  program  to  serve  all  grades 
from  kindergarten  through  the  sixth. 

A  bright,  attractive  room  was  pro- 
vided during  the  summer  in  space  that 
once  housed  Hadley  Junior  High  home 
economics  classes.  Shelving,  floor  tiles, 
and  new  paint  and  draperies  have  brought 
into  being  a  practical  and  colorful  read- 
ing room  for  elementary  grade  young- 
sters. We  hope  in  the  year  ahead  to  re- 
place its  present  makeshift  furniture  with 
tables  and  chairs  appropriate  in  size  and 
design. 

Already  a  collection  of  thirteen  hun- 
dred volumes,  primarily  standard  works, 
are  on  the  new  shelves  and  circulating 
at  the  rate  of  about  fifty  titles  a  day. 
Hadley  children  from  the  primary  grades 
make  weekly  class  visits  for  stories,  selec- 
tion of  books,  and  informal  instruction 
in  borrowers'  opportunities  and  respon- 
sibilities; older  children  come  in  indi- 
vidually and  voluntarily. 

During  the  current  school  year  Mrs. 
Moulton  is  working  with  elementary 
principals  and  teachers  to  arrange  space 
within  each  of  the  three  other  elemen- 
tary buildings  to  serve  as  outlets  for 
books  from  the  central  library  at  Had- 
ley. 

To  prepare  themselves  to  make  the 
fullest  possible  advantage  of  the  new 
service,  fourteen  of  our  elementary 
teachers  are  now  enrolled  in  a  weekly 
course  in  the  use  of  library  materials 
taught  Thursday  afternoons  at  the  Had- 
ley School  by  Boston  University's  Dr. 
Lorraine  Tolman. 

(5)  Some  Other  Areas 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  David  Kon- 
toff  as  instrumental  music  instructor  to 
assist  Mr.  Donald  Hammond  allows  for 
the  rehearsing  of  pupils  in  separate  be- 
ginning and  intermediate  classes;  previ- 
ously, all  boys  and  girls  in  each  elemen- 
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tary  school  had  to  be  combined  into  a 
single  group.  Furthermore,  the  services 
of  the  new  instructor  make  possible  both 
increased  development  of  woodwind  and 
brass  ensembles  and  addition  by  next 
year  of  the  string  program  in  which 
many  parents  and  pupils,  along  with  the 
School  Committee,  have  expressed  in- 
terest. 

The  band  itself,  directed  by  Mr.  Ham- 
mond, engaged  in  a  busy  year,  playing  at 
games  and  joining  in  concerts  with  Lynn, 
Wellesley,  and  Winchester  schools,  and 
participating  in  the  Massachusetts  Music 
Educators'  programs,  as  well  as  at  the 
Swampscott  Memorial  Day  observances. 
It  also  made  a  singularly  fine  impression 
as  feature  of  the  evening  at  the  New 
Ocean  House  May  convention  of  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Com- 
mittees, an  occasion  when  Mr.  Matthew 
Mazur  of  the  Lynn  Public  Schools  very 
obligingly  took  over  as  guest  director 
during  the  illness  of  Mr.  Hammond. 

On  another  occasion  at  that  same  con- 
vention of  school  committeemen,  the  hit 
of  the  evening  was  scored  by  the  High 
School  Dramatic  Club,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Harold  Power  of  the  High 
School  faculty  in  a  cutting  from  Ruth 
Gordon  comedy  success  Years  Ago.  Per- 
forming with  no  stage  setting  and  a 
bare  minimum  of  properties,  the  cast 
held  for  forty  minutes  the  attention  of 
a  dinner-time  audience  that  filled  the 
main  banquet  room  at  the  New  Ocean 
House.  The  same  selection,  with  the  same 
cast,  won  top  honors  at  the  Drama  Fes- 
tival conducted  in  Cambridge  during 
April  by  the  Massachusetts  High  School 
Drama  Guild  and  was  one  of  two  selected 
for  performance  that  month  at  the  State 
Drama  Festival  in  Boston. 

Faculty  Committees 
Conduct  Appraisals 

Four  groups  of  faculty  members  car- 
ried out  evaluations  of  separate  but  re- 
lated facets  of  our  system  and,  in  sum- 
mary of  their  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions, submitted  professionally  thorough 


and  competent  reports.  These  were  al- 
ways candid  and  often  critical  of  existing 
practice.  They  have  all  proved  valuable 
guides  for  School  Committee  action. 
They  cover  the  following: 

(1)  Gifted  Children 

One  of  the  four  committees  examined 
the  needs  of  gifted  children  within  our 
system  and  the  desirability  of  special 
programs  for  them.  As  a  point  of  de- 
parture, it  drew  upon  the  work  of  an 
earlier  committee  carried  out  in  19  59.  It 
then  went  on  to  review  and  summarize 
current  literature  about  the  training  of 
these  boys  and  girls,  to  investigate  pro- 
grams in  other  communities,  and  to 
evaluate  the  resources  of  Swampscott. 

In  its  final  report,  the  group  recom- 
mended against  the  immediate  formation 
in  our  system  of  special  classes  for  the 
gifted  except,  possibly  on  the  secondary 
level.  One  of  the  final  paragraphs  reads: 

We  feel,  unanimously,  that  our 
present  program  of  instruction  in 
the  elementary  schools  in  Swamp- 
scott provides  such  a  wide  range  of 
enrichment  and  experiential  activi- 
ties within  the  framework  of  the 
regular  classroom  that  the  gifted 
child  is  well  provided  for.  The  cali- 
bre of  the  work-study  projects, 
units,  and  outside  work  done  by  the 
very  good  and  the  average  students 
compares  favorably  with  the  work 
done  by  classes  of  gifted  children 
in  the  communities  we  have  studied. 
In  addition  to  our  school  work,  the 
children  live  here  in  a  prestige  com- 
munity where  opportunities  for 
extra  curricular  and  enrichment  ac- 
tivities are  not  only  unlimited  but 
also  enjoyed  by  a  great  number.  Not 
only  does  the  home  provide  these 
opportunities,  but  the  very  nature 
of  the  town  with  its  active  churches 
and  social  groups  behooves  a  student 
to  participate  in  order  to  maintain 
status.  A  general  cry  for  our  stu- 
dents at  this  age  level  is  to  delimit 
the  pressures,  not  add  to  them! 
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(2)  Social  Studies 

Another  group,  comprising  teachers 
from  elementary  and  junior  and  senior 
high  schools,  undertook  an  assessment  of 
our  entire  social  studies  program.  Its 
approach,  as  the  June,  1962,  report 
stated,  was  "to  start  at  the  junior  high 
level  and  fan  out  in  both  directions." 

Final  recommendations  will  be  made 
in  March  of  1963.  The  report  of  last 
June  was  of  progress  to  that  date.  It 
had  these  things,  however,  to  say  about 
our  Swampscott  program: 

Too  much  time  is  spent  in  grades 
one  and  two  on  the  same  general 
topics,  particularly  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  kindergartens  which  de- 
velop social  studies  topics.  Children 
at  kindergarten  and  grade  one  levels 
are  interested  in  and  able  to  handle 
more  advanced  skills  and  content. 
Children  of  grades  two  and  three 
can  handle  more  advanced  social 
studies  than  is  presently  being 
taught,  particularly  in  Swampscott. 
We  have,  therefore,  recommended  a 
program  that  pushes  many  of  the 
usual  topics  to  lower  level  and  al- 
lows for  a  less  congested  program  at 
certain  grade  levels,  which  have  been 
greatly  overburdened,  particularly  at 
the  junior  high  school. 

After  meeting  with  representatives  of 
many  different  textbook  houses,  the  com- 
mittee concluded  that  in  all  probability 
it  would  find  no  one  series  of  standard- 
ized texts  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the 
Swampscott  program.  "We  should 
rather,"  the  interim  report  stated,  "de- 
velop a  continuum  in  social  studies  which 
will  fit  a  program  we  devise  than  ac- 
cept a  series  of  texts  which  demands 
the  adapting  of  our  program  to  the  phi- 
losophy reflected  in  a  publisher's  set  of 
books." 

In  the  past  four  months  of  the  present 
school  year,  therefore,  the  social  studies 
committee  has  been  devising  the  twelve- 


year  continuum  that  it  will  recommend 
in  March  and  reviewing  texts  and  ma- 
terials it  feels  will  best  serve  the  pro- 
gram. 

(3)  Testing 

Another  group  of  teachers  and  prin- 
cipals, working  with  Mrs.  Mary  Cooper, 
director  of  guidance,  reviewed  our  pres- 
ent system  of  standardized,  objective 
tests  as  it  operates  throughout  the 
schools.  The  project  at  its  outset  had 
the  advantage  of  background  materials 
Mrs.  Cooper  in  the  months  preceding  had 
assembled  for  it:  testing  programs  re- 
ceived from  superintendents  in  more 
than  fifty  communities;  evaluative  test 
review  sheets  which  our  own  elementary 
teachers  and  principals  had  filled  out  in 
appraisal  of  Swampscott's  existing  pro- 
gram; and  specimen  copies  of  intelligence 
and  achievement  tests  solicited  from  pub- 
lishers. 

Mrs.  Cooper's  final  report  incorporated 
these  points: 

In  summation,  the  committee 
recommended  that  the  practice  of 
giving  Ability  Tests  in  Grades  1, 
3,  6,  9  and  11  be  continued  and  that 
tests  of  Achievement  be  given  each 
year  in  Grades  1  through  8.  Read- 
ing Tests  are  to  be  given  in  Grades 
9,  10  and  11,  the  scores  to  be  shared 
with  all  teachers  of  instruction  con- 
cerned with  the  development  of 
reading  skills.  Tests  in  particular 
areas  for  diagnosis  and  counseling 
are  to  be  given  at  the  discretion  of 
the  guidance  director  and  counselors. 
Each  member  of  the  committee 
evaluated  the  tests  finally  chosen  for 
the  new  testing  program  on  the 
basis  of  the  criteria  on  the  attached 
Evaluation  Sheet.  The  Metropolitan 
Battery  of  Achievement  Tests  was 
chosen  for  Grades  1  through  8, 
based  on  the  factors  of  1)  suita- 
bility, 2)  test  continuity  and  score 
comparison,  3)  rehability,  4)  valid- 
ity, and  5)  adequacy  —  recent  re- 
vision of  incorporated  material.

The  final  selection  of  Intelligence 
Tests  will  be  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittee this  year.  Decision  was  de- 
layed, awaiting  the  completion  by 
publishers  of  the  revision  of  certain 
of  the  ability  tests. 

The  immediate  result  of  this  project 
is  that  a  new  alignment  of  tests  has 
been  scheduled  for  the  present  school 
year.  In  October  the  Metropolitan 
Achievement  tests  were  given;  staff  re- 
action to  the  success  of  these  is  now 
under  study  by  Mrs.  Cooper  and  the 
testing  committee. 

Reading  teachers,  who  worked  with 
the  testing  committee,  recommended  that 
an  in-service  course  for  Swampscott 
teachers  explore  the  over-all  picture  of 
developmental  reading  and  its  goals  from 
kindergarten  through  grade  12.  Mrs. 
Marjorie  Berg,  of  the  High  School,  and 
Miss  Nance  Marquette,  of  the  Shaw 
Junior  High,  have  submitted  proposals 
for  such  a  course.  Our  1963  budget 
makes  provision  for  underwriting  tuition 
fees  of  Swampscott  teachers  who  register 
for  and  successfully  complete  it. 

(4)  In-service  Training 

It  has  long  been  the  requirement  that 
Swampscott  teachers,  with  certain  ex- 
ceptions for  age  and  experience,  be 
required  to  earn  the  equivalent  of  five 
academic  credits  every  three  years.  In 
1961-62  a  committee  of  faculty  mem- 
bers re-examined  the  existing  policy, 
seeking  to  clarify  and  improve  it.  In 
consequence  of  this  committee's  recom- 
mendations, requirements  were  in  some 
instances  tightened,  in  others  relaxed. 

These  cardinal  features  now  appear  in 
the  revised  policy,  as  adopted  by  the 
Sqhool  Committee  on  September  26, 
1962. 

a.  Continuation  of  the  requirement  of 
five  credits  in  each  three-year  period, 
except  for  teachers  who  have  passed 
their  fiftieth  birthday  and  have  had 
twenty-five  years  of  teaching  experi- 


ence, or  have  earned  thirty  hours  of 
credit  beyond  the  Master's  Degree. 

b.  The  condition  that  courses  must  be 
passed  with  a  grade  of  at  least  B 
minus  and  taken  at  accredited  col- 
leges and  universities. 

c.  The  acceptability,  for  a  maximum  of 
two  of  the  five  credits,  of  certain 
approved  professional  activities  that 
are  not  otherwise  rewarded. 

d.  Fifty  per  cent  reimbursement  of  the 
tuition  cost  of  any  three-credit 
course  taken  in  satisfaction  of  this 
policy. 

Supplementary  Programs 
Attract  Fresh  Interest 

Now  in  its  sixth  year  —  its  second 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Harold  Power 
—  the  Adult  or  Continuing  Education 
evening  program  this  year  provided  ele- 
mentary Russian,  typewriting,  furniture 
refinishing,  vocabulary  development, 
drawing  and  painting,  clothing,  food, 
rug  braiding,  rug  hooking,  and  knitting 
and  crocheting.  After  the  start  of  the 
new  year,  in  response  to  many  requests, 
two  new  courses  will  be  offered,  one  in 
modern  mathematics  and  one  in  invest- 
ments. 

A  Summer  Workshop  program  for 
pupils,  with  Hadley  Principal  Richard 
Bath  as  its  1962  director,  began  its  third 
year  of  operation  with  203  registrations 
— thirty  more  than  in  1961  and  seventy- 
three  more  than  in  1960.  Courses  on  the 
secondary  school  level  included  typewrit- 
ing, improvement  of  study  skills,  con- 
versational French,  reading,  mathematics, 
and  art.  Classes  for  elementary  grade  pu- 
pils, offered  for  the  first  time  this  year, 
covered  field  science,  arithmetic,  reading, 
art,  theatre,  and  French.  Questionnaires 
filled  out  by  the  boys  and  girls  enrolled 
reflected  their  conviction  that  the  pro- 
gram had  helped  and  interested  them  and 
should  be  continued,  with  a  wider  range 
of  offering,  in  the  summer  of  1963. 


A  third  program  deserves  comment 
and  praise,  that  of  the  American  Field 
Service,  which  for  the  second  consecu- 
tive year  brought  foreign  students  to 
study  at  Swampscott  High  School.  In 
the  fall  of  1960,  Miss  Cibele  Nogueira 
arrived  from  Brazil  and  spent  her  senior 
year  here.  This  last  September,  the  school 
had  two  guest  students  from  abroad, 
Miss  Susan  Bucknell  of  England  and 
Andrew  Wezeye  of  Uganda.  The  Swamp- 
scott chapter  of  the  American  Field 
Service,  with  its  president,  Mr.  Ralph 
Earle  of  the  High  School  faculty,  is  thus 
carrying  out  a  venture  that  has  high 
potential  not  only  for  enrichment  of  our 
own  pupils  and  of  their  overseas  visitors, 
but  also  for  international  good  will  and 
understanding. 

Professional  Advancement  Plan 
Enters  First  Year 

The  Swampscott  Professional  Advance- 
ment Plan,  adopted  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  November  of  1961  after  a 
town-wide  salary  study  committee  gave 
a  year  and  a  half  to  its  formulation, 
went  into  effect  in  September  of  1962. 
Last  spring  the  Committee  and  the  ad- 
ministration published  a  sixteen-page 
I  booklet  that  set  forth  the  working  de- 
I  tails  of  the  plan  and  invited  all  teachers 
who  had  been  in  the  system  for  at  least 
one  year  to  participate. 

Thirty-six  responded  (exclusive  of  de- 
partment heads,   supervisors,  and  guid- 
ance counsellors  for  whom  special  sched- 
ules of  increments  and  evaluating  pro- 
I  cedures   are  now  under  consideration), 
i  thus  volunteering  for  evaluation  of  their 
1  work  during  the  1962-63  school  year  by 
i  department    heads,    principals,    and  the 
i  superintendent  and  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent. Those  selected  will  be  assigned, 
as  Career  Teachers,  to  key  roles  in  cur- 
riculum development,  in-service  training 
programs,  and  other  professional  activi- 
ties within  the  system.  As  long  as  they 
continue  to  rank  as  Career  Teachers,  in 
terms  of  standard  position  analysis,  they 


may  receive  incentive  salary  increments 
of  $200  to  $400  per  year,  up  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  $1600  beyond  the  top  step  of 
the  salary  schedule. 

As  the  program  advances  into  its  first 
year,  difficult  questions  arise  —  the  in- 
evitable "bugs"  that  plague  most  ven- 
tures at  their  outset.  For  example,  should 
department  heads,  who  must  play  major 
roles  in  evaluating  other  teachers  under 
the  plan,  be  themselves  included  in  the 
program?  Should  the  plan  include  guid- 
ance counselors,  whose  work  may  not 
perhaps  yield  to  the  same  analysis  and 
appraisal  that  fits  a  classroom  teacher's 
performance?  To  help  answer  these  and 
similarly  demanding  questions,  the  School 
Committee  has  set  up  an  advisory  group 
— Mr.  Philip  Stafford  representing  the 
Committee  itself,  Mr.  Francis  Chiary  the 
teachers,  and  Mr.  Philip  Jenkin  the  su- 
perintendent's office.  Designated  as  a 
Review  Council,  these  three  hold  fre- 
quent meetings  to  consider  problems  that 
arise  in  connection  with  the  Professional 
Advancement  Plan  and  then  submit  their 
recommendations  for  School  Committee 
approval. 

I  should  like  to  comment  at  this  point 
that  the  plan  appeals  to  me  as  one  of 
the  most  promising  of  its  type  that  I 
have  seen.  I  am  enthusiastic  about  its 
future.  Its  success,  however,  will  depend 
not  only  on  the  good  will  with  which 
teachers  accept  it,  and  upon  the  fair- 
minded  and  objective  accuracy  with 
which  we  who  must  make  the  hard  judg- 
ments carry  out  our  appraisals,  but  also 
and,  quite  equally,  upon  the  financial 
soundness,  in  comparison  with  schedules 
in  communities  similar  to  Swampscott, 
of  our  basic  salary  schedule.  I  cannot 
stress  this  last  point  too  heavily.  De- 
pressed salary  scales  have  wrecked  many 
otherwise  well-conceived  plans  of  the 
so-called  merit  type. 

Faculty  Shows  Small  Increase 

Our  teaching  and  administrative  staff 
now  stands  at  four  more  than  it  did  a 
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year  ago,  reflecting  expanded  programs 
of  instruction  at  the  elementary  and 
junior  high  levels  and  increased  enroll- 
ments at  the  High  School. 

Seventeen  new  teachers  joined  Swamp- 
scott  faculties  at  the  start  of  the  current 
school  year.  They  averaged  32.2  years  in 
age  and  5.5  years  in  experience.  Nine  of 
them  hold  Master's  Degrees  —  from 
Boston  College,  Boston  State  College, 
Bowdoin,  Boston  University,  Radcliffe, 
Simmons,  Wesleyan,  and  the  University 
of  California  at  Berkeley.  All  hold 
Bachelor's  Degrees:  four  from  Boston 
University  and  one  each  from  Boston 
College,  New  England  College,  Pem- 
broke, Queens,  Salem  State,  San  Fran- 
cisco, Simmons,  Suffolk,  Tufts,  Univer- 
sity of  Connecticut,  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  Williams.  Three  have  studied 
or  taught  in  foreign  countries.  Here  in 
Swampscott  they  undertook  positions  as 
follows:

Miss  Marjorie  White,  as  head  of  the 
mathematics  department  since  1927;  Mr. 
Enos  Held,  as  head  of  the  science  de- 
partment since  1947.  Both,  in  the  years 
before  they  left,  had  introduced  impor- 
tant new  materials  and  methods  and  pro- 
vided the  impetus  that  today  makes  pos- 
sible our  growth  and  acceleration  in  these 
two  fields. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Bondelevitch,  Hadley 
fifth  grade  teacher,  was  granted  leave  of 
absence  for  the  current  school  year.  Mrs. 
Eva  Ladge,  Hadley  second  grade,  who 
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took  leave  in  1961-62  to  teach  in  Ger- 
many, requested  and  received  an  exten- 
sion through  1962-63. 

Miss  Anne  Haugen  completed  her  one- 
year  assignment  in  replacement  of  Mrs, 
Gloria  Maifeld,  teacher  of  vocal  music 
in  the  elementary  grades.

Changes  Occur  Also  in 
Non-teaching  Staff 

The  entire  community  was  saddened 
on  the  11th  of  April  by  the  death  of 
Dr.  Harry  Lowd,  who  had  been  one  of 
the  school  physicians  for  thirty-four 
years  and  a  resident  of  Swampscott  for 
sixty.  He  has  been  greatly  missed  by  the 
many  who  knew  and  respected  him. 

It  was  the  recommendation  of  the  two 
other  school  physicians,  Dr.  Bicknell  and 
Dr.  Bessom,  that  a  successor  to  Dr.  Lowd 
not  be  appointed  but  that,  instead,  a 
part-time  assistant  be  assigned  to  Mrs. 


Amy  Burk,  school  nurse;  that  Mrs.  Burk 
be  relieved  of  her  duties  as  attendance 
officer;  and  that  their  own  annual  com- 
pensation for  serving  the  schools  be  re- 
duced from  $400.00  to  the  purely  nomi- 
nal sum  of  $100.00.  The  School  Com- 
mittee accepted  the  doctors'  offer  to 
serve  at  a  lower  stipend  and  also  their 
other  recommendations,  subsequently 
naming  Mrs.  Ruth  Turner  as  half-time 
assistant  to  Mrs.  Burk  and  Mr.  Alfred 
Frazier  as  attendance  officer. 

In  other  changes,  Mrs.  Bessie  Heggie 
retired  in  December  after  more  than 
seventeen  years  as  the  junior  high  school 
secretary  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Leary,  who  had 
been  employed  in  19  59,  resigned  as  cafe- 
teria helper  at  the  Shaw  School.  Mrs. 
Heggie  has  been  succeeded  by  Mrs. 
Marion  Dwyer,  transferred  from  the 
High  School  office.  Mrs.  Irene  Townsend, 
formerly  assisting  Mrs.  Dwyer  at  the 
High  School,  has  now  taken  over  her  full 
responsibilities  in  that  office. 

School  Committee  Year  Is  Busy 

During  1962  the  School  Committee 
held  thirty-eight  meetings,  twenty-eight 
more  than  the  regular  sessions  required 
by  its  by-laws. 

It  also  doubled  as  the  High  School 
Building  Committee  and  in  this  capacity 
held  twenty-two  meetings,  seven  of  these 
distinct  from  School  Committee  sessions. 
Thus  the  members  gathered  together  on 
a  total  of  forty-five  separate  occasions. 
Mr.  George  Chadwell  served  also  on  the 
Machon  building  committee  and  so  met 
on  other  and  frequent  occasions  with 
that  group. 

Mr.  Theodore  Sargent  completed  his 
year  in  office  as  president  of  the  Na- 
tional School  Boards  Association. 

Other  meetings  attended  by  Swamp- 
scott committeemen  included  the  New 
England  School  Development  Council's 
meeting  at  the  Harvard  Club  in  Boston 
on  March  30  and  the  three-day  conven- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
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School  Committees  at  the  New  Ocean 
House  in  May. 

Mr.  Walter  Forbes  did  not  stand  for 
re-election  in  1962  and  was  succeeded  in 
March  by  Mr.  Philip  Stafford,  who  had 
previously  served  as  School  Committee 
member  in  the  years  preceding  World 
War  II.  In  the  Committee's  reorganiza- 
tion Mr.  Buckland  became  chairman  and 
Mr.  Sargent  vice-chairman.

These  figures  reveal  a  system-wide  in- 
crease over  1961  of  nineteen  pupils.  The 
High  School  has  fifty-nine  more  than  a 
year  ago.  Shaw  Junior  High  enrollments 
declined  by  16,  elementary  enrollments 
by  24. 

It  is  my  considered  opinion  that 
Swampscott  can  have  a  school  system 
with  few  peers  in  the  Commonwealth 
once  it  is  willing  to  underwrite  its  aspira- 
tions with  a  commensurate  share  of  its 
ability.  The  town's  effort  on  behalf  of 
youth  has  not  always  reflected  its  privi- 
leged position  among  the  ''have"  com- 
munities in  one  of  the  more  able  states. 
Swampscott  has  consistently  maintained 
a  respected  educational  positon  with  rela- 
tive financial  ease,  whereas  a  slightly  in- 


School  enrollment  of  668,  in  contrast  to 
609  a  year  ago  and  5  56  in  1960.  The 
trend  is  still  up:  188  senior  and  post- 
graduates will  be  followed  by  the  present 
2  50  in  the  ninth,  25  5  in  the  tenth,  and 
22  5  in  the  eleventh  grades.  The  School 
Building  Assistance  Commission  projec- 
tions of  722  by  the  fall  of  1963,  level- 
ing off  thereafter  to  about  700,  promise 
once  again  to  be  close  to  absolute  ac- 
curacy. The  addition  to  the  building, 
with  its  opening  set  for  this  com- 
ing September,  will  be  with  us  none  too 
soon.

In  1962  we  requested  a  grant  of 
money  from  the  Commonwealth  avail- 
able for  qualified  free  public  Hbraries 
under  legislation  passed  several  years  ago. 
The  amount  allotted  to  us  by  the  State 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners  was 
$3  323.5  0.  We  inserted  an  article  in  the 
Warrant  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
of  1962  asking  the  Town  to  direct  the 
Town  Treasurer  to  hold  this  money  for 
our  library  purposes.  The  article  was 
unanimously  adopted.  Unfortunately 
when  the  money  arrived  in  July  the 
Town  Treasurer  informed  us  that  the 
Director  of  Accounts  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  had  advised  him 
not  to  hand  over  the  money  to  the 
Library.  We  asked  the  Town  Counsel  for 
an  opinion.  He  rendered  one  on  July  10, 
1962  informing  us  that  in  his  opinion 
the  money  should  be  turned  over  to  the 
Library.  The  wording  of  the  Statute  un- 
der which  the  money  is  made  available 
to  libraries  has  caused  confusion,  but 
some  towns  have  received  the  amount 
due  them.  The  Town  Treasurer  and  the 
Director  of  Accounts  of  the  Common- 
wealth disagreed  with  the  Town  Counsel. 
We  did  not  get  the  money. 

This  year  we  are  making  another  effort 
to  secure  the  State  grant  to  which  we 
feel  we  are  entitled,  since  we  meet  the 
standards  set  by  the  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners.  To  try  to  satisfy  all 
parties  concerned,  we  have  asked  the 
Finance  Committee  to  designate  certain 
items  in  our  1963  Budget  as  coming  from 
State  Aid. 

We  hope  eventually  to  be  further 
aided  by  another  State  statute  recently 
passed  which  will  enable  libraries  to  have 
recourse  to  regional  reference  libraries 
supported  by  State  money.  Under  this 
system  a  reference  library  will  be  set  up 
to  cover  Eastern  Massachusetts  and  from 


this  library  we  will  be  able  to  borrow 
books  and  thus  augment  our  resources 
for  serious  borrowers.  The  need  for 
regional  library  service  supported  by  the 
Commonwealth  is  obvious.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  hbrary  service  satisfactory 
for  today's  needs  cannot  be  provided  by 
a  budget  of  less  than  $100,000  a  year. 

The  present  libraries  in  the  high  school, 
the  junior  high  school,  and  one  elemen- 
tary school  have  not  curtailed  the  use 
of  our  library  by  students.  In  fact,  our 
statistics  indicate  that  a  larger  number 
of  students  have  used  the  library  this 
year  than  last.  We  have  assumed  that 
this  is  due  to  larger  school  enrollments, 
longer  and  more  difficult  school  assign- 
ments and  the  need  to  do  research  in 
many  fields  where  developments  occur 
faster  than  publishers  can  turn  out  text- 
books. We  share  with  most  of  the  libra- 
ries in  the  United  States  a  problem  in 
this  regard  which  we  expect  with  the  ] 
cooperation  of  the  school  department  to  | 
solve.  Our  problem  is  that  in  many  in- 
stances the  teachers  do  not  advise  us  of 
assignments,  nor  in  making  assignments 
take  into  consideration  the  library  facili- 
ties. For  example,  to  give  one  hundred 
students  identical  library  assignments 
and  a  limited  time  to  report  back  with- 
out regard  to  the  number  of  books  avail- 
able in  our  library  and  without  notice 
to  us  so  that  we  may  get  all  possible 
reference  material  together  in  anticipa- 
tion, causes  havoc  m  the  library. 

Parents  and  students  often  do  not  un- 
derstand the  situation  and  are  apt  to  feel 
that  the  public  library  is  not  adequate. 
We  feel  the  solution  lies  in  more 
realistic  viewing  of  assignments,  stagger- 
ing assignments  within  classes,  lengthen- 
ing of  reading  lists,  and  certainly  the 
checking  of  what  materials  we  have 
available  and  in  what  quantity.

During  the  year  1962  our  case  load  showed  a  shght  increase  over  the  previous 
year  and  our  expenditures  for  assistance  increased  from  $189,257.92  to  $199,231.30. 
However  due  mainly  to  increased  Federal  reimbursements,  and  recoveries  under  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  lien  law  the  net  cost  to  the  Town  for  the  operation  of  the 
department  for  both  Assistance  and  Administration  was  $26,431.75,  a  decrease  of 
$10,180.94  from  the  previous  year. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  on  April  11,  1962  of  Dr.  Harry  M. 
Lowd,  who  had  served  as  medical  adviser  for  the  department  since  19  54  and  who 
had  been  extremely  helpful  with  advice  and  counsel  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  our  Medical  Care  Plan. 

In  September  the  State  Legislature  increased  the  exemptions  of  children  whose 
parents  are  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance  or  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  and 
increased  the  travel  allowance  for  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients  from  $4.  to  $5. 
monthly.  These  two  changes  will  add  approximately  $8000.  annually  to  our  expen- 
ditures. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Sw^ampscott  Visiting  Nurse  Associa- 
tion who  made  305  visits  during  1962  to  recipients  of  public  assistance,  and  to  the 
Police  Department  for  their  usual  prompt  and  considerate  service  in  moving  recipi- 
ents to  and  from  nursing  homes  and  hospitals.

The  number  of  Births  reported  for 
Swampscott  residents  total  145  through 
October.  This  is  a  decrease  of  45  from 
the  corresponding  period  last  year,  indi- 
cating a  sharp  decline  in  our  birth  rate. 
Ten  of  our  births  were  premature,  with 
three  fatalities.  This  mortality  rate  com- 
pares favorably  with  our  five  year  aver- 
age of  37.5%. 

142  Deaths  occurred  among  our  resi- 
dents this  year  providing  a  crude  death 
rate  of  10.7  per  thousand  population,  a 
moderate  increase  over  last  year's  rate  of 
9.9.  The  average  age  was  67.4  years; 
diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory 
System  continue  to  lead  the  causes  of 
death  with  92  followed  by  Cancer  with 
22,  Pneumonia  10,  Prematurity  3,  Acci- 


dents 3,  Tuberculosis  1,  Nephritis  1  and 
10  miscellaneous  causes.

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The  incidence  of  reported  Communi- 
cable Disease  dropped  slightly  from  last 
year.  Of  special  note  is  our  seventh  con- 
secutive year  with  no  cases  of  Polio.  We 
attribute  the  absence  of  this  disease  to 
the  high  level  of  immunity  in  town. 
Salk  vaccine  has  drastically  reduced  this 
crippling  affliction,  and  the  use  of  live 
Sabin  vaccine  last  spring  for  Type  I  and 
Type  III  polio  viruses  indicates  an  even 
greater  reduction  nation-wide.  In  con- 
nection with  the  Sabin  vaccine,  Swamp- 
scott  expanded  its  state  sponsored  pro- 
gram by  purchasing  additional  vaccine 
to  include  all  children  three  months  of 
age  through  high  school.  We  are  plan- 
ning a  further  expansion  of  this  program 
to  include  the  entire  town  next  year. 

We  experienced  our  third  consecutive 
year  without  a  case  of  Whooping  Cough, 
and  we  feel  this  is  another  example  of 
our  immunization  program's  effect  on  a 
specific  disease.  A  survey  of  our  Pre- 
school age  children  indicated  over  95% 
had  received  their  Basic  Immunization 
series  before  entering  school  and  annual 
Booster  Immunization  of  the  1st,  6th 
and  11th  grade  pupils  maintain  a  high 
level  of  immunity  in  the  school  children. 

The  six  cases  of  Salmonella  Infection 
represented  an  increase  in  this  disease, 
which  may  be  spread  directly  from  per- 
son to  person  or  more  often  by  contami- 
nated food  especially  poultry  products 
that  are  not  adequately  cooked  or  prop- 
erly handled. 

Two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  re- 
ported, one  being  a  Non-pulmonary  in- 
fection which  was  treated  with  drugs  at 
home;  the  second  case  was  Far  Advanced 
and  the  patient  died  after  a  brief  hospi- 
talization in  the  County  Sanatorium.  This 
is  the  last  year  the  Essex  County  Sana- 
torium will  be  open  for  Tuberculosis  pa- 
tients. Beginning  next  year  all  new  Tu- 
berculosis patients  from  Swampscott  will 
be  hospitalized  at  the  Middlesex  Sana- 
torium m  Waltham.  The  declining  inci- 
dence of  Tuberculosis  and  shortened  hos- 
pitalization periods  are  responsible  for  the 


State's  consolidation  of  these  hospital 
facilites.  However,  Tuberculosis  is  still  a 
major  Public  Health  problem  and  will 
continue  to  be  as  long  as  Active  cases 
remain  undetected  and  untreated. 

Dental  Defects  among  our  school  chil- 
dren continues  to  be  a  major  problem  as 
indicated  from  our  semi-annual  inspec- 
tion program  in  the  kindergarten  through 
sixth  grade.  However,  we  are  pleased  to 
note  parents  are  taking  an  increased  in- 
terest in  Dental  Health  as  88%  of  kin- 
dergarten pupils  entering  school  in  Sep- 
tember had  completed  Dental  Examina- 
tion Cards. 

As  a  result  of  a  Poisoning  incident  in 
Boston  during  September  from  acciden- 
tal eating  of  a  Jequirity  Bean,  public  at- 
tention was  focused  on  native  jewelry 
from  Central  American  countries,  which 
use  these  beans  as  beads.  A  substantial 
amount  of  this  material  has  been  brought 
home  by  persons  traveling  in  Central 
America  as  evidenced  by  several  residents 
who  brought  articles  of  jewelry  contain- 
ing these  beads  to  our  office  for  disposal. 
These  beans  are  very  potent,  one  bean 
containing  a  lethal  dose  of  poison. 

During  our  annual  Rabies  Clinic  278 
dogs  were  inoculated  and  an  additional 
52  received  rabies  vaccine  privately  out 
of  an  estimated  596  Hcensed  dogs. 

Our  routine  Food  Inspection  and  con- 
trol program  has  maintained  a  generally 
high  level  of  restaurant,  grocery  stores 
and  milk  sanitation.  However,  we  have 
encountered  a  few  chronic  offenders  and 
in  one  instance  it  was  necessary  to  re- 
voke a  milk  dealer's  license. 

We  were  pleased  with  the  Town  Meet- 
ing's favorable  action  taken  on  the  first 
portion  of  the  Little's  Point  Drainage 
project.  The  poor  sewage  disposal  and 
drainage  facilities  in  this  area  have  been 
a  serious  Public  Health  problem  for  sev- 
eral years,  and  we  hope  this  first  step  will: 
be  followed  with  additional  construction  > 
each  year  until  adequate  sanitary  facili- 
ties are  provided  for  the  whole  area. 
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Routine  Inspection  and  Samples  from 
our  Town  Bathing  Beaches  and  Swim- 
ming Pools  indicated  these  facilities  were 
relatively  free  from  sewage  polution  with 
the  exception  of  Kings  Beach  in  the 
vicinity  of  Stacey  Brook  due  to  faulty 
operation  of  the  chlorinator  during  brief 
periods  in  July  and  August. 

Plumbing  Permits  total  442,  an  in- 
crease of  six  over  the  preceding  year. 

Early  in  January  the  State  Regulatory 
Board  ruled  the  1961  Town  Meeting  had 
not  adopted  a  By-Law  for  implementing 
the  State  Gas  Code.     In  an  effoit  to 


remedy  this  situation  the  Board  of  Health 
sponsored  an  Article  for  this  year's  Town 
Meeting  establishing  a  proper  By-Law  for 
the  Gas  Code.  However,  the  Town  Meet- 
ing laid  the  Article  on  the  table,  and  wc 
are  presently  without  a  Gas  Piping  and 
Installation  Inspection  Program.  The  ab- 
sence of  this  program  is  in  violation  of 
the  State  law  and  we  hope  the  condition 
will  be  corrected  soon. 

In  keeping  with  the  town  policy  this 
report  is  submitted  in  narrative  form  and 
complete  detailed  information  will  be 
furnished  on  request.

No  major  problems  were  presented  to  the  Board  during  the  year  but  numerous 
requests  were  received  as  to  the  proper  procedure  on  the  business  under  consideration. 

At  its  hearing  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Board  voted  as  follows 
on  required  articles  in  the  warrant.  For  acceptance  numbers  29-30-31-33  and  for 
rejection  32.  The  Board  favored  re-zoning  of  41  acres  of  land  of  the  Little  Estate 
on  Paradise  Road  to  business  B-1  (with  certain  restrictions  as  requested  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Works).  The  article  did  not  pass  because  the  sponsors  of  the  original 
article  objected  to  the  changes  and  moved  that  the  matter  be  returned  to  the 
Board  for  further  study  and  reintroduction  in  a  later  warrant.  Creative  Bldrs. 
corrected  certain  unsatisfactory  work  at  Sterling  Heights  so  that  the  Board  was 
enabled  to  release  the  bond  which  they  had  given  the  Town  for  protection. 

During  the  year  the  Board  held  ten  meetings  and  also  was  represented  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards,  the  Regional  meetings 
and  the  ASPO  Conference  at  Atlantic  City.  The  Zoning  By-Law,  Subdivision 
Regulations  and  Maps  are  planned  for  revision.

All  vacancies  are  filled 
by  vote  of  a  joint  meeting  between  the 
Authority  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
until  the  next  annual  election,  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term. 

Officers  are  elected  annually  and  con- 
sist of  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman,  Treas- 
urer and  Assistant  Treasurer.  All  checks 
and  withdrawals  against  the  accounts  of 
the  Authority  must  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  or  Vice  Chairman  and  the 
Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurer. 

The  Executive  Director,  Counsel  and 
Insurance  Brokers  of  Record,  are  all  ap- 
pointed by  the  Authority.  It  also  employs 
a  call  maintenance  man  on  an  hourly  rate 
based  on  actual  hours  worked.  Trades- 
men are  called  as  needed  at  the  prevailing 
wage. 

Albert  F.  Pashby,  Counsel  for  the  Au- 
thority since  1948,  submitted  his  resigna- 
tion and  Atty.  Malcolm  F.  McLean,  Jr. 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Periodic  inspection  of  grounds  and 
apartments  are  made  by  the  members 
of  the  Authority  and/ or  its  representa- 
tive for  both  the  aforementioned  pro- 
grams. Regular  and  special  meetings  are 
held  as  often  as  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  duties  of  the  Authority. 

Veterans  Project  200-1 : 

In  September  the  Annual  Re-examina- 
tion of  family  income  was  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  Law  and  approved 
procedures.  The  average  rent  for  the  year 
amounted  to  $5  0.00  per  month.  The 
minimum  average  monthly  rentals  can- 
not fall  below  $42.00,  an  amount  estab- 
lished by  the  State  Housing  Board  for 
financial  stability  of  the  project. 

During  the  year  the  Authority  received 
a  subsidy  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  amounting  to  $10,150. 
which  is  the  maximum  of  2  %  of  the 
total  $406,000.  bond  issue  that  can  be 
obtained  for  debt  requirements  and  oper- 
ation. The  Debt  Schedule  requires  that 


all  bonds  be  retired  in  1991  and/or  a 
period  of  40  years.  At  any  time  the  Au- 
thority, with  the  approval  of  the  State 
Housing  Board,  may  sell  the  Project  if 
in  their  opinion  find  there  is  no  need 
for  such  a  program.  The  proceeds  from 
such  a  sale  is  used  to  pay  the  balance  of 
Bond  Issue  due,  reimburse  the  Common- 
wealth for  the  amount  advanced  by  sub- 
sidy up  to  date  of  sale,  and  the  balance 
is  given  to  the  Town  to  use  as  it  sees  fit. 

A  continuous  program  of  preventive 
maintenance  is  constantly  being  carried 
out  before  they  become  major  and  ex- 
pensive to  repair.  The  second  year  of 
cycle  exterior  painting  has  been  very 
effective  and  has  improved  the  general 
appearance  of  the  buildings.  In  addition 
a  chain  link  fence  was  extended  along 
boundary  line  of  project  in  rear  of  Build- 
ing A.  Also,  colonial  wooden  fences  were 
extended  along  Buildings  fronting  on 
Cherry  Street. 

A  total  of  $2,387.50  was  paid  to  the 
Town  during  the  year;  $1,296.  represent- 
ing payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  and  $1,- 
091.50  for  water  bills. 

After  many  years  of  consultations  and 
meetings  with  the  State  Housing  Bor.rd, 
Oil  and  Gas  Industries,  the  Authority, 
with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board, 
voted  to  replace  the  36  existing  oil 
burner  units  with  gas  units  for  economi- 
cal operation  together  with  36  hot  water 
tanks  at  a  cost  of  $26,100.  Also,  the  36 
electric  ranges  were  replaced  with  gas 
ranges  to  reduce  maintenance  costs  and 
to  take  advantage  of  the  lower  gas  rates 
to  the  tenants,  at  a  cost  of  $2,160. 

The  contracts  for  the  two  above  proj- 
ects were  awarded  to  the  Lynn  Gas  Co. 
Due  to  the  limited  funds  for  the  total 
conversion,  arrangements  were  made  with 
the  said  firm  to  make  5  year  payments 
for  the  heating  units  and  3  year  pay- 
ments for  the  gas  ranges,  free  of  interest 
charges. 

The  aforementioned  conversion  became 
a  necessity  as  the  yearly  maintenance  cost

Fourth  Series  Notes  in  the  amount  of 
$5  80,000  were  authorized  and  issued  for 
a  period  of  one  year  ending  SeDtember 
1963.  After  this  note  issue  final  develop- 
ment costs  were  established  at  $563,000, 
the  balance  was  invested  in  short  term 
Treasury  Notes.  The  unit  cost  per  40 
apartments  amounted  to  $14,075. 

The  Annual  Contribution  for  the  fiscal 
vear  from  October  1,  1962  to  Septem- 
ber 30,  1963  amounts  to  $14,075  which 
represents  the  2^/4%  of  development 
costs  of  $563,000  and/or  the  maximum 
that  can  be  obtained  for  the  operation 
of  the  Project  from  the  Commonwealth. 

Land  damage  case  with  Anthony  Cap- 
puccio  was  settled  out  of  court  for  the 
sum  of  $5850.  Similar  cases  with  Donald 
Hunt  and  Harry  B.  Hunt  were  settled 
by  jury  trial  in  the  amounts  of  $656.80 
and  $4624.32  respectively. 

Sump  pumps  were  installed  in  all  six 
buildings  and  a  contract  for  weather- 
stripping  all  exterior  doors  was  awarded 
as  part  of  the  final  construction  costs. 
The  latter  work  will  be  completed  in 
early  1963. 

The  minimum  average  monthly  rentals 


cannot  fall  below  $5  3.00  per  month 
which  includes  gas  heat,  hot  water  and 
cooking.  This  figure  has  been  in  effect 
since  the  initial  occupancy  in  August 
1,  1961.  The  tenants  assume  their  re- 
spective electrical  bills  which  average  ap- 
proximately $4.15  per  month  depending 
on  individual  usage.

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SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  THE  INVESTIGATION 
OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


(In  accordance  with  Chapter  98  Acts  of  1959) 


As  authorized  by  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  Chapter  41  s.  23B, 
the  Swampscott  Board  of  Selectmen  have 
recently  conducted  an  investigation  into 
the  Fire  Department  of  the  Town  and 
we  herewith  submit  our  report. 

This  investigation  was  brought  about 
by  persistent  reports  and  complaints  to 
present  and  past  Selectmen  and  Boards, 
of  dissatisfaction  within  the  Department 
and  certain  alleged  grievances.  These  re- 
ports and  complaints  had  resulted  in 
decisive  votes  of  the  Town  Meetings  of 
1961  and  1962  favoring  a  change  in  the 
administration  organization  to  relieve  the 
morale  problem  and  tension  that  seemed 
to  exist.  However,  the  will  of  the  Town 
Meeting  members  was  not  accepted  by 
the  necessary  majority  of  the  Legislature, 
more  influenced  by  locally  inspired  poli- 
tical lobbying  than  the  will  of  the 
Townspeople. 

Thus,  the  complaints  and  grievances 
continued  and  the  Selectmen  felt  it  ad- 
visable to  conduct  an  investigation. 

We  deemed  it  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town  and  for  the  men  in  the  De- 
partment to  hold  executive  sessions, 
without  pubhcity,  and  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  each  person  interviewed  would 
be  heard  alone  and  his  confidences  re- 
spected. Accordingly,  we  scheduled  and 
held  hearings  with  all  of  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  Fire  Department  and  with 
some  citizens  of  the  Town  whom  we  be- 
lieved were  in  positions  to  know  first- 
hand something  about  the  operation  of 
and  the  personnel  in  the  Department. 

Our  investigation  has  led  us,  reluc- 
tantly, to  the  irresistible  conclusion  that 
there  is  a  serious  morale  problem  within 
the  Department,  in  spite  of  the  opinion 
of  the  Fire  Chief  to  the  contrary.  It 
appears  to  us  that  this  problem  is  caused 


to  a  great  extent  by  favoritism  and  dis- 
crimination practiced  by  the  Chief.  This 
is  an  unfortunate  situation  which  never 
should  have  come  about,  which  should 
not  be  allowed  to  continue  and  which 
can  be  corrected.  Indicative  of  the  scope 
of  this  problem,  it  is  sufficient  to  note 
that  virtually  identical  information  con- 
cerning it  came  from  over  90%  of  the 
members  of  the  Department.  The  prob- 
lems most  definitely  do  not  originate  with 
"two  or  three  troublemakers",  but  from 
the  Department's  leadership.  They  are 
serious,  unusual  and  out  of  line  with 
what  might  be  normally  e-xpected  in  a 
Department  of  this  size.  \7e  believe  no 
useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  going 
into  specific  detail  as  to  the  tense  atmos- 
phere existing  in  the  Department. 

It  is  evident  that  the  1939  Fire  De- 
partment Manual  should  be  brought  up 
to  1962  standards  and  that  all  of  the 
articles  should  be  applied  to  all  of  the 
Department  members  from  the  Chief  on 
down  into  the  ranks. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Fire  Department  Manual,  page  79,  lists 
"Qualifications  and  Standards  of  Con- 
duct for  Men  in  Charge  of  Departments". 
The  following  seem  to  have  some  bearing 
on  the  Swampscott  morale  problem: 

"In  order  for  an  officer  in  the  Fire 
Department  to  be  a  good  officer,  he  must 
be  a  leader  and  must  be  proficient  in  the 
handling  of  men,  in  as  much  as  his  work 
calls  for  the  constant  supervision  and  in- 
struction of  the  men  under  him.  Other 
qualifications  of  a  good  Fire  Department 
officer  are  coolness,  self-control,  consider- 
ation of  others,  fairness,  impartiality,  and 
knowledge  of  his  work." 

"An  officer  placed  in  charge  of  any 
unit  in  the  Fire  Department  (including 
presumably  the  entire  Department)  has 
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the  duty  of  promoting  the  morale  of 
that  unit.  .  . 

"It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
an  officer  be  considerate  in  his  deahngs 
with  his  subordinates.  He  should  never 
use  abusive,  intemporate  or  threatening 
language  to  them.  .  .  .  He  should  never 
make  caustic  comments  about  the  work 
of  a  subordinate  if  the  latter  is  doing 
that  work  to  the  best  of  his  ability." 

Less  than  a  handful  of  the  men  inter- 
viewed by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  seemed 
to  feel  that  the  foregoing  standards  have 
been  adhered  to,  and  the  vast  majority 
believe  that  the  failure  to  observe  them 
is  the  primary  cause  of  difficulty  in  the 
Department. 

The  State  Manual  pin  points,  better 
than  can  we,  the  weaknesses  in  the  De- 
partment's leadership.  Apparently  what 
is  needed,  in  addition  to  Town  super- 
visory control,  is  a  calm,  unprejudiced, 
mature  approach  to  relationships  in  the 
Department  which  we  believe  does  not 
exist  at  present.  The  Manual  points  the 
way  and  fixes  the  responsibility. 

It  is  our  further  opinion  and  that  of 
nearly  the  entire  Fire  Department  that 
the  poor  morale  could  have  been  pre- 
vented and  can  be  corrected  by  placing 


the  Department  under  some  supervisory 
control  in  a  manner  similar  to  every  other 
Department  in  the  Town.  It  should  be 
understood  that  the  reason  no  such  con- 
trol exists  today  is  because  of  a  Town 
Meeting  vote  in  195  0  which  changed  the 
Fire  Department  organization.  The  Chief 
now  has  complete  control,  acting  as  ac- 
cuser, judge  and  sole  local  appeal  in  all 
Department  matters.  This  has  proven  un- 
workable and  a  deterrent  to  proper 
morale. 

In  our  questioning  of  the  Department 
personnel,  it  was  evident  that  the  un- 
easiness within  the  Department  has  in 
no  way  impaired  their  efficiency  in  so  far 
as  actual  fighting  of  fires  is  concerned. 
To  a  man,  there  is  tremendous  loyalty  to 
the  Town,  to  the  Department  and  its 
personnel  with  the  exception  of  the 
Chief  who  we  believe  does  not  have  the 
confidence  of  the  majority.  We  believe 
that  this  condition  will  not  change  until 
favoritism  and  discrimination  have  been 
eliminated  and  all  are  treated  alike.

TAX  TITLE  LAND  REPORT 

February  18,  1963

After  more  than  two  months,  the  arduous  task  of  reviewing  the  Town's 
voluminous  tax  title  file  is  complete. 

This  job  is  not  new,  but  each  time  it  is  completed  and  no  action  is  taken,  as 
before,  it  must  be  redone  from  the  beginning  because  of  accumulated  changes. 


FIRST  REPORT 

We  FIRST  did  the  job  in  19  5  6  and 
'57  with  the  late  Harold  King,  then 
Planning  Board  Chairman.  About  all  we 
accomplished  was  to  establish  certain 
rules  to  protect  the  Town  which  should 
govern  us  still.  The  balance  of  our  work 
was  negated  because  the  Town's  records 


turned  out  to  be  faulty.  Many  tax  fore- 
closures had  been  initiated  but  improp- 
erly processed.  After  Mr.  King  and  I 
had  reported,  a  public  auction  was  held 
to  dispose  of  lots.  Land  was  sold  which 
the  Town  did  not  own.  Obviously,  our 
background  records  were  useless.  Special 
counsel  was  put  to  work  to  correct  the 
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half-done  job,  the  product  of  many  years 
of  disinterest  and  failure  to  perform  a 
vital  town  function. 

SECOND  REPORT 

When  the  special  counsel  had  nar- 
rowed the  confused  area  sufficiently,  the 
task  started  from  scratch  and  a  detailed 
set  of  facts,  figures  and  recommenda- 
tions was  ready  for  the  board's  considera- 
tion and  action  for  the  SECOND  time. 
Not  much  of  anything  was  done  with 
this  detailed  report  for  various  reasons. 
Another  auction  might  have  served  large 
developers,  at  Town  expense.  They  could 
have  bought  up  large  areas  of  Town  land 
for  profit,  negating  the  policy  of  im- 
proving property  values  of  neighborhoods 
by  giving  abuttors  a  chance  to  add  to 
and  thereby  enhance  their  property. 

Quite  possibly,  it  is  just  as  well  that 
little  uas  done  even  though  we  still  had 
the  sound  advice  of  Mr.  King  and  our 
Tax  Revenue  Study  Committee. 

THIRD  REPORT 

For  this  THIRD,  and,  I  trust,  final 
attempt,  the  Selectmen  sought  and  re- 
ceived detailed  recommendations  from  the 
Public  Works  Department,  our  new  Con- 
servation Commission,  and  the  Waste 
Disposal  Committee  to  add  to  our  prior 
advice. 

While  there  was  no  overall  difference 
in  approach  and  general  agreement  on 
the  method  we  used  and  the  views  Mr. 
King  and  I  held  in  19  56,  in  1962  and 
1963,  these  other  boards  and  officials  pin- 
pointed new  areas  for  use  in  the  public 
interest.  We  agreed,  from  19  5  6  to  1963, 
that  provision  of  costly  development 
facilities,  by  the  Town,  to  almost  inac- 
cessable  areas  was  a  serious  and  needless 
threat  to  our  taxpayers  when  positive 
action  to  protect  and  improve  the  Town 
was  otherwise  possible  through  proper 
land  use. 

We  can  now  proceed  sensibly  to  help 
protect  the  future  of  certain  areas  of 


Swampscott  through  the  preservation  of 
dwindling  open  spaces  for  conservation 
and  recreational  purposes  while  prevent- 
ing developments,  costly  to  the  Town, 
in  areas  not  suitable  for  them  by  any 
modern  planning  standards. 

Meanwhile,  we  have  had  most  of  the 
Town's  foreclosure  records  corrected  — 
a  time-consuming  chore  in  itself,  on 
which  our  Town  Counsel,  our  Town 
Treasurer  and  Special  Counsel  spent 
weeks  and  months.  They  made  it  pos- 
sible to  review  the  entire  tax  title  situa- 
tion, over  the  past  few  months,  with 
reasonable  assurance  I  was  dealing  with 
factual  records  —  not  the  former  sloppy 
accumulation  of  years  of  neglect. 

Naturally,  there  will  be  new  needs  and 
requests,  but  these  can  be  dealt  with  in- 
dividually and  promptly,  on  a  current 
basis,  if  this  board  and  its  successor  fol- 
low a  tight  schedule  to  clean  up  the 
backlog.  To  this  end,  I  trust  that  all 
demonstrably  reasonable  proposals  can 
be  adopted  promptly.  They  are  the  sum- 
mation of: 

(1)  Our  original  thinking  in  1956  to 
which  Mr.  King  contributed  so 
much. 

(2)  The  cooperation  of  the  Assessors, 
Public  Works  Department,  Planning 
Board,  Tax  Revenue  Study  Commit- 
tee, Waste  Disposal  Committee, 
Town  Counsels  Morley  &  Coughlin, 
Town  Treasurer  Byrne  and  many 
others  joined  by  the  new  Conserva- 
tion Commission  whose  recommen- 
dations filled  in  final  gaps  and  re- 
solved old  questions. 

In  recommending  that  proposals  be 
adopted  much  as  they  stand,  I  do  so 
only  because  I'm  satisfied  that,  after 
detailed  study  by  and  agreement  among 
all  appropriate  Town  boards  and  offi- 
cials, they  represent  proposals  in  the  pub- 
lic interest.  I  further  propose:  (a)  That 
every  citizen  with  an  open  question  be 
notified  of  the  plans  for  their  case  at 
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once,  (b)  That  a  rigid  time  schedule  be 
followed  by  this  year's  and  next  year's 
Boards  of  Selectmen  to  insure  that  they 
are  on  a  current  basis  around  the  end 
of  April.  A  suggested  time  schedule 
follows: 

(1)  Notification  by  3/1/63  of  all  inter- 
ested parties  that  sealed  bids  on  all 
unresolved  cases  be  in  by  4/4/63. 

(2)  Action  by  the  Selectmen  on  all  re- 
solved cases  and  assignment  of  cus- 
tody of  certain  parcels  to  other 
Town  boards  and  committees  on 
3/7/63  and  3/14/63. 

(3)  Action  by  the  Selectmen  on  bids  on 
unresolved  cases  by  5/2/63. 

Procrastination  now  will  allow  the 
situation  to  deteriorate  again  toward  the 
almost  hopelessly  confused  state  in  which 
we  found  it  in  1956  and  to  which  it 
had  reverted  by  the  time  the  present 
board  took  office.  It  doesn't  take  long 
for  new  cases  to  pile  up  and  for  old  ones 
to  change. 

CONCLUSION 

The  public  interest  deserves  primary 
consideration  particularly  with  a  view  to 
the  future  of  Swampscott.  The  Board 
can  be  accommodating  only  within  the 
limits  imposed  by  the  proposals  suggested 
to  us  by  other  boards  and  officials.  No 
board  can  satisfy  everyone  —  nor  should 
it  try.  We  intend  to  be  objective  and 
prompt  in  initiating  action  on  tax  title 
land  sale  and  assignment. 

Human  errors  may  have  been  made  in 


preparing  the  tax  title  situation  for  final 
disposal.  However,  the  Town  can  be  sure 
they  are  honest  errors  due  solely  to  the 
mass  of  material  with  which  we  have 
had  to  deal.  Everyone  involved  has  been 
completely  objective  in  considering  1st 
Swampscott's  best  interests  and  2nd  the 
people  living  in  the  areas  involved.  If 
there  are  questions,  we  will  welcome  con- 
structive advice. 

We're  hopeful  that  the  people  of 
Swampscott  will  be  aided  by  what  has 
been  and  will  be  done  promptly  to  re- 
solve this  bothersome  and  long-standing 
tax  title  muddle.  All  of  those  who  have 
worked  on  it  for  so  long  are  naturally 
pleased  to  see  it  now  in  reasonable  order 
—  actually,  for  the  first  time. 

Now  this  Board  and  its  successor  can 
bring  the  matter  to  a  positive,  construc- 
tive solution  by  putting  acres  of  land 
back  on  the  tax  roles  for  revenue,  pro- 
viding Swampscott  with  conservation  and 
recreation  facilities,  improving  neighbor- 
hoods and  individual  parcels  of  property, 
and,  above  all,  protecting  the  taxpayers 
against  exorbitant  future  taxes  for 
utilities  by  land  use  which  is  in  accord 
with  modern  planning  standards. 

The  Selectmen  will  do  their  utmost 
to  live  up  to  the  responsibilities  and 
obligations  imposed  by  these  criteria  and 
their  duties  as  Town  officials.
